Buc 
this we all know. by-common approv'd experi- 
ence, that Man that it borne of a Woman t« of ſhort 
continuance. He commuthforth like a Flower and ts 
ent. domnes he flyeth alſo ar aſhadow and continueth 
not. Some therefore who know not. of any other 
world after this, in defence of natures wayes 
and/providence, maintained;that ſhehad in ſome 
manner ſatished the deſire of man'in making him 
generative. Nam quodummodoipſe putatur vivere, 
cujwu progenies vivit, ( For that man in ſomeſort y 
be thought yet alive, whoſe progeny « living) as 
may lay inthe words of Caſsiodore with lictle < 


teration. Butif there be any immorrcality in this, 
IT 
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it can be butan immortality of the body, not of 
the minde, the beſt'anyd chicfcſt part of man. 
The immontality of the minde (all that it is capa- 
ble of in this world, which though it be not im- 
mortality. properly, yer” may certainely miuch 
conduce to allay the complaints of mortall men 
concerning their ſhortrieſle of life) doth, as [ 
conceive, .elpecially-depend from that Memoria 
preteritorum, and Providentia futurorum, (Re- 
membrance of things paſt, and Foreſight of things 

ztocome) which the Latine Orator ſpeakes of. | 
As for the farſt;- he certainly that knowes nb 
more of the'world (the time of 'a mans life be- 
ing ſo ſhortasitis) then what hath happened in 

his time, .thoughhe may/bein-yearggz; nd joe 
chance very. old inregard bs his-Dodp> Geet =4 
gard of his minde andcknowledge ,. he can be 
accounted bur a very: child. :Which-is che very 
anlwer that'an ancient. Eyyprian Prieſt-and Anti» 
quary. gave. to. Soloy concerning the Grecians of 
hi-time: chatthey were all, the beſt and ancien- 
teſt of them, bur very babes and children. And 
his reaſon was, becauſe none of them could ſay 
any thing of the ſtate of their owne countrey be» 
yond -their owne and their fathers. memory : 
whereas the Egyptians, out of their ancient holy 
Records, could tell them many "memorable 
things, both concerning Greece in generall, and 
the ſtate of their then famous Athens in particular, 
| for 
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for many hundred, if not thouſand, of yeares 
beforg. If therefore a man living in- 2 place of 
note, can by his induſtry, out of undoubred Re- 
cords and Monumenes (1 ſuch be the happy-con+ 
dition of the place, that it afford chem) certainly 
tinde, what have beene the ſeverall both materi- 
all alterations (as in reſpe& of buildings, and the 
like) and hiſtorical events , that have happened 
to it for divers ages before, and canderiye the 
preſent times and places that he lives.in, by a 
continuall ſeries of chances and alterations from 
ſuchor ſuch a beMning, I doe not {ce (if know» 
ledge be granted to be the life of the ſoule, as the 
ſoule is the life of the body )but he may reckoa his 
yeares according to the proportion of his know- 
ledge, accounting himlelfe to haye lived ſa many 
yeares, as he iz able truely and hiſtorically co give 
an account of; | 

- Now for ahat other part of immortality ; 
which is Providentia futurorum, even this hach 
ſuch dependance of the former, as that hethat is 
well vers'd inthe knowledge of things paſt, may 
probably foreſee what will happen in time to 
come. As for example; It was no difficult thin 
for one of the ancient Grecians (who lived inthe 
dayes of *Pythagoras, and was one of his Audi- 
tors) having obſerved the courſe of the world, 
and what had already hapned to Greece it {elfe, 


and to other places in that kinde, to foretell of 
. bat old 
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old Greece, then flouriſhing, that the time would 
come- when it ſhould be the ſeate of Igmprance 
and-Barbariſme 526 it. is at this day. Vpon the 
ſamepgrounds of formet ages experience,did ano. 
ther of theancients both foreſee and foretel,above 
2 rhonlatid'yeares before any ſuch thing happen- 
ed; -rhe diſcovery of & ney world, intheſere- 
matkeablewords of his : | | |

- As the knowledge of zncient things is / warn. 

vis the ignorance as ſhamefull, and ofrearimes 
expoſes men to the ſtorne and concterriprot ftran- 
gers. Tully relates of himſclfe, thiat being ſent 
wh authority to Syracuſa, 2 quihdam renowned 
City of Sitilia, for his owne privare fatisfaRion, 
he enquired of the chiefeſt of the City about the 
ſepulcher and monumetit of their fatnous Archi- 
medts; who ( through ſhamefult ignorance of 
their City-Antiquities) denyed that he had any. 
Bur T»#th knowing the contrary by whar he had 
read, and by good lack remembring ſome cer- 
caine verſes that mentioned ſome particulars of 
his monument, whereby it might be knowne 


from others, taking along with him thoſe vene- 


rable 
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rable blocks (who, as ordinary worldly men, had 
no care'but for their profit, nio'cariofity bit for 
their belly) he repaired to the place, | being neer 
the City-gates , where anczent ſepulchers; and 
monuments were molt frequent, and1o' negle- 
Qed ( whereby you may judge of the temper of 
the Inhabitants) that they were almoſt all-over- 
rowne with thickets and buſhes. Butthe place 
Gi cleered by men that were on purpole {et on 
worke, hefound at laſt by helpe of the fore- ſaid 
direQtions, "the monument that he ſought, 'with 
the very markes {a Sphays, and'a' Cyltndrin) and 
the inſcription ( though now halfe worne ou, 
more throuph negle& then- ape) that he looked 
for. Andſv, to che great Tharne of that City, arid 
the inhabitants thereof (noted abroad! for their 
luxurious life and great excelle' in all' worldly 
things) concludes with thefe upbraiding' inftl- 
ting words: Fed wobiliting Gracie civitas, quondi 
vero ctian dottiſsima (u; cinta whine aturiſrimt mon» 
wentum ignoraſſes, nifi ab bomine Arpinate didi- 
ciſſet.  Asif aman ſhould fcoffingly objeRt ro us 
bere of Canterbury, that he was faine to come 
out of Wales or Scotland, of purpoſe to ſhew us 
themonument and place of buriall of ſome one 
of our famous Abbats, or renowned Archbi/hops, 
whole oredir, and bounty, when Hving, had re- 
dounded much tothe honour and benefit of the 


City. 
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For theſe 'and thelike reaſons, my thoughts 
and affeions having ever much. inclined to the 
ſcarch and; ſtudy of Antiquities, (to which allo 
my. particular calling did.in ſome manner leade 
me) I have more particularly, as bound in dut 
and thank fulneſſe, applyed my ſelfeto the Anti- 
quities of Canterbury, 'the place of my birth and 
abqde,'-And to. me this was. 2a ſufhcient motive 
why Iſhould of all other places delirero know 
the antiquities, and former eſtate thereof. Bur 
why,any man elſe, thatis an Engliſhman, ſhould 
haverthe ſame deſjre, other reaſons may be given, 
very conſiderable, if I be not much deceived , 
as firſt, the, Antiquities thereof. Amiquities due 
and proper. Epithete is, Denerable. Now the in- 
ter which our City hath in that venerable badge 
and cogniſance is not. unknowne : it being ac- 
knowledged ſor one of the moſt ancient Cities in 
the Kingdome. Quiacivita Cantnarie eft una de 
antiquiſsims urbibu Anglie, is no other language 
then is frequently found in the Charters, and ſuch 
private Atts of Parliament, as ( making that a 
maine motive to the grant) have conveyed any 
Favour, or Franchiſeto the City or Citizens, Se- 
condly, the great fame and repute that it had a- 
broad, for reaſons that will appeare by this Trea- 
tiſe : and thereupon the great reſort of ſtrangers 
from all nations under heaven, (which in-proba- 
bilicic gave occaſion to the proverbe of Camer- 

| bury- 
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bury-tales) tothe number ſometimes, as ſhall be 


ſhewed, of a hundred thouſand at once. Butthe 
chiefe reaſon, in my judgement, oughtto be, be- 
cauſe from thence frlt the faith of Chriſt was pro- 
pagated and derived unto other parts of the 
Realme of England after the Saxons our fore- 
fathers were become Lords and poſleſſors of ir. 
When the Romans had conquered Greece, they 
did not uſe them as they did other nations com- 
monly by them ſubdued, bur with all love and 
reſpe&, Athens eſpecially, which they had in ho- 
nour (lay ancient Geographers of thoſe times ,) 
and, in token of their reſpe, ſuffered them to 
enjoy their ancient lawes, liberties and forme of go- 
vernment, as though they had not beene conque- 
red. Tuly gives the realon. Cum ei hominum generi 
prefimu now modo in quo ipſa fit, ſed etiam a quo ad 
alios perveniſſe putetur humanitas ; certe its eam po- 
tiſsimum tribuere debemus, 4 quibuws accepimus. And 
doe not all pioully-aftefted Engliſh owe ſo much 
honour —_ pe&t tothe place, from whence the 
light of Chriſts glorious Goſpell firſt ſhined unto 
their fore- fathers, as to defire to be acquainted 
with the preſent and paſt eftate of it > 

I have ſpoken of religion onely, but I might 
adde humanitatem, learning and good literature 
too. For with religion came learning and in 
the dayes of Theodorw the ſeventh Archbiſhop of 


Canterbury, (if publike ſchooles wherein all good 
ST 2 Arts 
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Arts and Sciences, philoſophy eſpecially, are lear- 
nedly taught and profeſſed make an Yniverfiy ) 
Canterbury was afamou Yniverſity : yea, and was 
afterwards 2 patterne (as ſome have written and 
publiſhed) tortheere@ion and foundation of a 
famous YVniverfity in this land. 

This workc is chiefly colleed from old Ma» 
no/tripts, Leiger-bookes and other Records of cre- 
dit, exhibited to me for the moſt part by the 
Treaſury of our (/athedralt, which, as it exceeds 
moſt of che Realme, if nor all, in beauty, ſtate- 
lineſſe, and magaificence of building, fo inthis 
particular kinde of unyaluable treaſure,is,as I con- 
ceive, inferior unto none. With the helpe of Spore 
Hiſtory of Canterbury mentioned of Balan, and 
of Jobs Twive's colletions of the Antiquities 
thereof ſpokenof by him in his Commentaries, de 
rebus Albionicy, We. oould 1 but have gorten 
them, Iſhould perchance have brought the work 
to more perfection : but with the helpes i have 
had, I have done my beſt endeavour that nothin 
might be ftrange'or unknowne that-carries wich 
it any ſhew of Antiquity, either inthe Church, (as 
the moſt eminentplace of all) or in the City and 
Swburbs thereof. 

If the Worke may not deſerve thine acceptance 
(courteous Reader) for it felfe, let then the Authors 
love to Antiquities, his thankful intentions to- 
wards the place of his birth, educatios and preſent 

| | abode, 
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abode, and the encouragement of worthy friends 
ſerve for his Apology. If otherwiſe it give thee 
ſome content, and mine endeayours prove accep- 
table untothee, I ſhall defire rhou wouldeſt be 
thankfull crothem, without whoſe helpe, as I had 
not beene able, ſo without whole encouragement 
I had neither beene willing, thus to have adven-

Tokens of the walls 
good antiquitie are the Britiſh bricks, tobe ſeen at Riding- 
gate, at the gate alſo now done up, ſometime leading from 
the Caſtle-yard to Wencheape,and at 2ueningate, or rather 
(i you will) at theplace inthe wall , where once the gate

The Wall at this day admits of onely fixe (except 
the three Poſternes) anſwering to the number of t 
Wards, Burgate, Newingate , Ridin te, Worthgate, 
Weſtgate, and Northgate. Anciently we had another, 
a ſeventh gate , which was ealled 2ueningate, whereof 
mention 1s made inthe fore-going note of the meaſure. 
ment of the City Wall. I will briefely ſpeake of them all, 
beginning with that whereof I finde eldeſt mention, 
Burgate, or Burrough-gate. 
The firſt of King Erhelb. Charters dated inthe yeare of 
our redemption 6oy. tels us of this Gate : bounding out 
the intended ſite of Sajnt Avguſtines Monaſtery, South 
to Burgate-way. 11 meridie via de Burgate, ſaith = Char- 
ter.

If it had beene ſaid eleven Burgeſes 
houſes or manſions were fo laid waft, it had beene ſome- 
what plaine. It might have beene ſnppoſed their Vaſta- 
tion had beene to make way for the Dirch. But you ſec 
whatthe wordsare.

For the ſourſe and courſe of this river I referre youts 
 Hollinſhead' & Lambert* who will copiouſly herein give you 
fatisfation. Commoditie hath ever her oppoſites atten- 
dance. The great commoditicand conveniency of our Ci- 
ties plantation by this river is attended by and with the diſ- 
commoditie and annoyance of inundation. But our Ance- 
ſtors, the Cities firſt /»co/e, weighed not the inconvenience 
of the one , for the benefit and accommodation of the 
other. And it isan inconvenience in theſe dayes ſcarcely

nient, deep, inlarge, cleanſe, inhance and ſcowre,and cauſe 
to be deeped, inlarged and cleanſed the ſaid river , with all 
things thereunto requiſite, between the ſaid town of Chart, 
and the ſaid Citie, and through the ſame, and fro the ſaid 
City unto the ſaid crane, in ſuch manner as lighters and 
boats may have by the ſame river their full p_ and 
courſe for carriage by the ſame to be conveied, and with- 
out let, interruption, impeachment , diſturbance or deniall 
of any perſon or perſons. And after ſuch deeping, inlar. 
ging , inhancing, cleanſing , ſcowring ( as is before ſaid ) 
done, the ſaid Maior , Aldermen, Citizens and inhabitants 
of the ſaid.Citie, with the aſſent and conſent ('as is before 
ſaid ) obtained, may lawfully afwell ſtop ditches, and make 
and inhance bayes, brinks, dams, and walls , for the advan- 
cing and inhighing of the ſaid river, as to take down, abate, 
and put.away all mills, bridges, dams, walls,and other what- 
ſoever.impediment lying overor overthwart the ſaid river, 
between the ſaid town of great Chart te the ſaid Citic, and 
through the ſame, and fro the faid Citie to the forefaid 
common crane, and other things qi. : 
| whereby 
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whereby the concourſe of the ſaid lighters and boats ſhould 
be letted:and that noaCtion nor ſuit therefore be maintain- 
able, ortobe had againſt the ſaid Maior, Aldermen, Citi- 
zens, and inhabitants, orany ofthem, ortheir Aſſignes, for 
the premifſes orany of them in manner aforeſaid. 

Provided alwayes, that every perſon that ſhall be damni- 
fied by putting away orabating of his mill, briege or dam, 
ormui!s, bridges or dams, ſhall be reaſonably faticfied there. 
fore, for ſuch damages, as he or they ſhall have by reaſon of 
the ſame, by the ſud Maior, Aldermen, Citizens, and in- 
habitants of the ſaid Citie, and their ſucceſſors , as the ſaid 
Archbiſh. of Canterbury that now is, or his ſuccefſors , and 
the ſaid Knights ſhall award, con(ider and adjudge. 

Execution,which is ſaid to be the life of laws, was wantin 
here. This law , this Statute-law ( it ſcems ) was noozets

For albeit it was revived, and in part put in praQtiſe 
with hopes of good ſucceſle , through the great turther. 
ance of one M* Roſean Alderman, and ſomerime Maior of 
the City, in the late Queens time, whowas an eſpeciall be- 
nefactor tothe work while he lived, and dying ere the per- 
teQion of it, but well hoping it would be accompliſh'd, by 
his will ©, gave 300 {iby. towards it ( a moſt pious at : ) yet © rs Tegilire 
not being ſo well followed as behooved , through whoſe c1/ſtoru Car. 
default I know not, ſucceeded now little better then be- 
tore. It is now a third time undertaken, and by the good 
endeavours of induftrious men in that forward, as notun- 
likely to ſucceed : Gods bleſſing be upon the enterpriſe, 
and in due time crownit with perteCtion.

S. Anguſtines reports that King Stephey , being in a great 
ſtraight at Lincoln, where he was ſurpriſed and taken priſo- 
ner by Robert Earle of Gloceſter , and put to agreat fine for 
his ranſome ; rowards his reliet inthat neceſſity , borrow- 
ed of Hugh the 2 of that name, Abbat of S. Auguſtine

Theſe auſpicious beginnings had anſwerable proceed- 
ings. For the foundation of the Abbey thus laid, it be- 
came inproceſle of time much advanced, both in the in- 
largement of- herbuildings, and augmentations of her in- 
dowment, Forthe firſt, After the death of King Erhelb, 
Eadbaldas { his ſonne ) at the inſtance of Lawrence the 
Archb' buldeds faire Church iorhis Monaſtery which he

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called S. Maries, After Eadbaldws, King Canute (the great 
Monarch of this Realme : ) Zgelſine ( the Abbat that fied 
for feare of the Conquerour : ) Scotlandus ( whom the ſame 
King put in Egelſin's place : ) Hugh Floriac( that was of kin- 
dred to King William Rufus , and by him made Abbat : ) 
were the ons that chiefly increaſed the building: ſome 
beſtowing Churches and-Chapels; ſome Dortors and Re-

It neithermay, nor will ( I know ) be imagined but that 
this Abbeytaſted of both fortunes, Wherefore as you have 
heard ſomewhat of the weale, ſo now give me leave with 
what brevitie I can, toacquaintalſo with the wo; the detri- 
ments I meanand dyſafters, that bave at avy time abated, 
and at laſt fatally obſcured and finally extinguiſhed the glo- 
ry and Majeſty of this once famous and opulent Abbey. 

Whereofthe firft in time and notef leaft regard was her 
loſſe of the long enjoyed right and. intereſt to the burialls 
of the Kings and Atchbiſhops ,.. of which, the former, in 
Archbiſhop Brightwald's , and the latter in Cwtbert's dayes 
were firſt taken trom it * 

Another, was the grievous and frequent infeſtation of 
the place: by the Danes : which ( however their Chroni- 
clers , for;thcir Abbeys greater glory, ſometimes aſcribe 


their ſafety , defence and deliverance from thoſe Invaders 


to a miraculous preſervation :) yet doubtleſſe either ſuffer- 
ed their violence, orat the leaft, and at the beſt, purchaſed 
their peace:{ and ſoprevented their greater calamity ) at a 
deate rate}and: with coſtly redemprions, eſpecially in that 
lamentable-ſpoil and deyaftation of the City under King 
Etheldred,,.in the yeare 1011. The recorders of the tragji- 
call torywhereof, the elder Monks, Henry of Huntington, 
Roger Haveden; and others, (whoſe pens a miracle ſo mainly 
tending £0 theadvancement of Monkery, in all likelihood 
could. not;have eſcaped ) tellof no ſuch miracle as, Thorne 
will hare the Abbey then reſcued and fayed by, which was, 
that when a[Dane had taken hold of $. Auguſtines pall or 
cloak hc 1 his ctombe was covered } it ſtuck ſo faft 
to his fingers, that by no means poſſible he could loſe it, till 
he came and yeelded himſelfro the Monks, and made for- 
rowfull confeſſion of his fault, Which thing ſo.terrified the 
reſt ofthe Danes, that they deſiſted and ceaſed from inva- 
cing the Monaſtery, and became chiet protectors and de-

Little had all the 
former caſualties been to the ruine of this goodly Abbey, 
kad not that ſudden and tempeſtuous ſtorm ( which bare 
down before it all the religious ſtructures of this kinde 
throughout the kingdome ) falling upon it, brought this 
with the reſt, to irrecoverable ruine : whoſe uncovered 
walls ſtood ſo languiſhing in time, and ftorms of weather, 
that dayly increaſed the aſpect of her ruines, till now laſtly 
they are made ſubje@ to other publick uſes, and the whole 
crack of that moſt goodly toundation in the ſame place no 
where appearing &c. asit is in Speed”, Yet thither let me 
leade you, and have your patience whileſt I ſurvey the pre. 
ſent Remains of theplace , which is my ſecond Particular 
touching this Abbey. 

Amongſt which, Ifinde ſcarce any of note beſide Erhel- 
berts TowerandS. Pancraces Chapell. But ere weenter the 
Sept, a word ortwo of that. The ſept or ſite of the Mona» 
ſtery yet appeares and may be traced by the circuiting

afterit, the firſt that Auguſtine, afterhe hadpurgedit trom 
the worſhip of the falſe, conſecrated to the ſervice of the 
true God, and dedicated to $S* Pancrace. W herewith the 
devillallinraged, andnorbrooking his ejeCtion from the 
place he had ſolong enjoyed; thetfirſt rimethat —_— 
celebrates maſle there, furiouſly aſſaults the Chapell to 
overturne it. But having more of will then power to actu- 
ate hisintended miſchiefe, althe could doe was to leave 
the cnſignes of his malice, the prints of his talons on the 
South-Porch.

65, 84, ) Bur that cither this was 
the place, where Saint Auguſtine firlt ſaid maſſe in England 
(S* Martins was it, as Bede 8willtellyou:) or that the tory 
is further true thenT have granted, I cannot beleeve. 

To give you my reaſons. Conſult venerable Bede's pre- 
faceto his Ecclefiaſticall Story, and you ſhall finde he there 
acknowledgeth his intelligence for theſe parts received 
chiefely from Albinus the then Abbat of S* Auguſt. who 
with Ailigence inſtruted him in all things that either by 
writtenrecord, or tradition of his Elders, had come unto 
his knowledge, any way memorable. But take his owne 
words. Audtor ante omnes (ſaith he) atque adjutor opnſculi hu- 
jus Albinus Abbas reverendiſsimus, vir per omnia dottiſcimus , 
extitit. Dui ineccleſia Cantuariorum a heats memorie Theodoyo 
Archiepiſcopo & Hadrians Abbate virts venerabilibus at erudi- 
tiſsims > rey diligenter omnia que in ipſa Cantuariorum 
provincia, wel etiam in contigwts ejuſdem regionibus a diſcipults 
beati Pape Gregorii geſta fuere, vel monnmenti litterarum, wel 
ſentorum traditione cognoverat, & eamihi de his que memoria 
digna videbantur per religioſum Londonienſis Eccleſie presby- 
terum Nothelmum, ſive litteris mandata five ipſins Nothelmi 
vivawvocereferendo, tranſmiſit. Thus Bede. Adde hereunto 
that this was a matter ſo remarkable, an occurrence, ſo 
much in itſelte, but in reſpect of the circumſtances of time 
and place, much more memorable.

Yet, for 
neighbourhood fake, and in regard it was built for the be- 
nefit of leprous people of the City (as I conceive: ) and 
continues a harbour to the aged poore ( chiefly ) of the 
ſame, I have thought it worthy our ſurvey, 
Leprolie, Before Ienterupon which(becauſe this was alſo a Lazar 
houſe ) let me the a little notice of the wondrous com- 
monneſſe of that loathſome diſeaſe, the Elephantiaſy, or 
* Brien, in Leprofie inthis kingdome of old time: which Mr.Cambaey * 
fron. thinks entered this Iland with the Normans. A' rare dif. 
ceaſe amongſt us ( thanked be God) intheſe dayes, and 
from what cauſe ſo much abounding as in our forefathers, 
is not now of us eaſily diſcovered. It ſeems to have beena 
nationall malady, and accordingly in all parts proviſion 
made for receit and reliefof ſuch perſons as that bh I may 
call it ) comitiall diſeaſe had marked out for ſequeſtration 
from publick commerce. Whereof there were nolefſe then 
three about this City, this of Herba/done, S. 7acobsanother, 
and S, Lawrence athird. The chief for wealth inthe whole 
kingdome, and head toallthe reſt, was that called Burtow- 
«1dew , thidem, lazars in Leiceſterſhire *. The priviledges communicable

Archbiſhop Richard, Beckets immediate Snucceffor in a 
EN charter* ( which I have fecn ) of his tothis , ands. 7ohns 
= me vob. Hoſp. relating firſt their ereCtion- by his predeceſſor Lay- 
gate, franc , ſhews that he indowed them with ſevenſcore pound 
per annum, toifſue and ariſe out of his Mannors of Reculver 
and Boon , that 1s, to either Hoſpitall after an equall divi- 
ſion, 701ib. per annum. This now was the originall indow- 
ment of both theſe Hoſpitalls. With which the ſame R:- 
chard, finding them ſcarce well able to ſubſift, in augmen- 
tation, added 206 {1b, p:y annum more totheir former means, 
payable 
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payable out of Reculver Parſonage, Which 1650/4. conti- 
nued afterwards conſtantly paid untothem,and un-altered, 
untill Archbiſhop K:Iwardby's dayes. For ſoit appeares by 
an exemplification made of certain Charters ofchoſe Ho- 
ſpitalls, under the ſeal of Thomas Chichelcy, D' of the De- 
crees, Archdeacon of Canterbury , and, Prothonotary tothe 
Pope, and (igned by his Regiſtrorum Cnuſtos and 4itorwn Scri- 
bi: namely , that from Beckets time downward untill X;/- 
wardbyes , theſe 2 Hoſpitalls had and received by equalldi- 
viſion yearely 240 marks or 160 {ib. of the Archbiſhops 
Chamber, ſaving that 2o 4b. of it was paid them of the 
Parſon of Reculver. This , Kilwardby milliking , withdraws 
their ſtipend, and in lieu afſignes and appropriats over to 
them his Parſonage of Reculver, with the Chapels annexed. 
But for ſome inconveniences ( that of the leprous conditi- 
on of the people of this Hoſpitall, the main, rendring them 
both unable and unficroattend and intermeddle inatithe- 
ry, eſpecially ſo remote: ) his next Succeflor lou Peckham 
= and reyokes what he (X;lwardby) had done, and red- 
integratesthe Hoſpitalls into their former eſtate. .Archbi- 
ſhop Stratford afterwards gets the King ( 2. 3.) of whom 
this Parſonage held i» capte, by his Charter, toappropri- 
ate it menſe Archiepiſcopal; , tothe Archbiſhops tab e, yet 
charged with that old payment or ſtipend, which S/xvon 1/lip 
afrerwards, with conſent of the Chapter, the Prior and Co- 
vent,confirms unto them,gnd that(tor the better ftrehgth- 
ning of their title, maintainable as yet onely by cuſtoma- 
ry right, having no ſufficient jus ſcritpum toſbow ) by his 
charter in writing, whereby to recover it, it atany time de- 
nied or mars Ever fince whichtime they have peace- 
ably enjoyed the ſame. Theſe things I thought good the 
rather to deduce, that I might vindicz:te that talſe aſperſion 
wherewith ſome of thc old people ot theſe Hoſpitals , Ig- 
norantaltogether ot the premilcd paflages, are wont to de. 
prave ſome of the Archbiſhops of tormer tzmes, tor depri- 
ving them of this and that Mannor, and 1 know not what 
other means, revenues and jindowment , . wherewith a+

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fay and will tell you their houſes were at firſt ſo richly in- 
dowed, as they cannot think their Prior of old time , any 
leffe man forſooth then a Lord Prior , I wot. But thus o- 
thers have told them , and they think they may take it up

I ſhall not inſiſt on the ſpecification of the other reve- 
nues of this Hoſpitall, whereof, by the charity of former 
times, it hath a pretty competency : Elgar at Bourne and 
Tohn of Tonford netghbours to the place in theirtime being 
the prime ( Ttake it) of the ſecular benefaQors , as King 
Hen. 3. was of the Royall, who gave to the poore here 20 
marks a yeare, eut of of the City Fee-ferme, payable by 
the Chamber, 

This Hoſpitalls ancient governour, now called a Mafter, 
was aDecane. Forto a very ancient deed-of the Hoſpitall 
Cy other wineioe] one-Beneditt in the firſt place

1/a-Hoſpital, Where, after we are paſt 1:/#« Hoſpitall, a Spittle for the 
ore ſerved there with good annuall allowance by the 
ounder, Saint 1ohn Boys Knight deceaſed, (whoſe Monu- 
ment placed by his Tombe againſt the North-wall of the 

Body of Chrift- Church, further ſets forth what he was : 
the Priory of Saint Gregories, and the oppoſite Hoſpitall 
of Saint Johns miniſter unto me much matter of Survey. 
4p. Never, I ſhall firft, from Edmerw', give you their foundation

The Priory (to begin with that) was you ſee a houſe of 

regular

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regular Canons, otherwiſe called ( from their habite , 


which was a white coate, and a linen rochet, under a 
blacke cope, with a ſcapular to covertheir head and ſhoul- 
ders") blacke Canons: of the order of Saint Auguſtine, as 
appeares by the CON of the Monafteries of that order 
(among which it is reckoned for one :) whivt coming in 
and compounding with the King (Z4, rt.) about a ſubſidy 
( for deniall whereof by the whole cleargy, regulating 
themſelves by the Popes conſtitution, and their Archbi- 
ſhops example, they were by Parliament excluded from the 
Kings proteCtion, and their goods pronounced confiſcate 
to the King) obtained letters of protection". 

It was f 
the whole Kingdome. Sure I amit was erected long before 
the Priory ( of the ſame order) at Noſthill in Torkeſhire , 
which Reynor * ſaith was the firft che Kingdome had, being 
built (as he delivers) by Adelwald or Ethelwolph, Hen. 1. 
his confeſſor, that firft (if we may beleeve him) brought 
the order intothis Land. 

What number of Canons here were required by the 
foundation, I know not, butin a viſitation ? of the Priory 
by Cardinall Bowrchier, onely five give up their names 
with the Prior, whoindeed then complained of the pauci- 
ty of his Canons, which (as he liyes the fault) was occaſi- 
oned by the diminutionot their revenewes, or (in his owne 
words) their Lands, Tents and Rents. Which their reve- 
new what it was, or where it lay, I can ſay bur little ; becauſe 
I could neyeras yet get afight of the Leger. 

Concerning this Priory, in the Booke of Doomſday, in 
the Archbiſhops Mannor of Stove-ſzte or Weftgate (as 
we now call it) thus Iread. Et 1nibi ſunt iterum xxx. & i). 
wanſur & unum molendinum, que tenent clerici ſautti Gre- 
goris ad ecorum eccleſiam, Ibique manent xi). Burgenſes qui 
reddunt eis xxxv*, & molendinum reddit v*, The ſame Doomſ- 
day in another place, under the Title of the City mentions 
the ſame thing, bur with ſome little variation, thus. Ar- 
chiepiſcopus havet infra Civitatem Cant, xi). Burgenſes, & Xxx. 
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wan{nras quas tenent clerici de witla ingildim ſnam, o red- 
dunt xxxv*. & unum molendinum reddit vs, This Priory had 
other indowment, conſiſting (as Edmerus ſhowes) as well 
in Tithesas Temporalties. As for their Titheries, inthe 
yeare 1292. (at what time their Temporaltiesin Canterbury, 
Natyndon, Hugevelde , Chertham , Tanintone , and Herbal- 
downe , were together valued at xxv!. xvi.) they were 
theſe, the Parſonages of Taninton, Weſtgate , Northgate, 
S* Dunſtan, Natindon, Livingſborn, Waltham, Elmeſted, Be- 
trichedenne, Staflesfield. Together with certaine Titheries in 
Goldftaneſion, Berham, Plukele, aud Riſſeburnei. The whole 
revenew every way M* Lambert reckons up to but 30'. tal. 
ling much ſhort of Speeds eftimate , which is 166/. 4+. 5". 
Whether of them is miſtaken, Ileave it to themto inquire 
thac pleaſe to ſearch the Record. 

As for any remarkeable matter or occurrence concer- 
cerning this Priory untill the ſuppreſbon, I read of none 
beſide the firing of ifin King Stephens dayes ”. 

As appertaining, ſoalſo adjoyning to this Priory, betore 
and na. the Diſſolution (yea and atter roo) was a Coemi- 
tery or Church-yard, not proper onely to the Priory, for 
the buriall of the Domeſticks, but which was (whether of 
right, orby curtefie onely, I know not) common to others 

owith them, andthoſe notthe Hoſpitallars onely (the 
realon why they were till very lately deftitute of any 
Church-yard within themſelves) but alſo the Pariſhioners 
of Northgate, their neighbours, of which Church this Pri- 
ory had Ne Patronage, who did conſtantly, by their Wils, 
appoint their Burials in that Church-yard, andnvever men- 
tion otherot their owne : it faring with them as with thoſe 
other Pariſh Churches of the City, which belonging ſome 
to Chriſt-Church , ſome to Saint Auguſtines , Fad their 
want of Church-yards ſupplyed by thoſe Monaſteries, This 
at Saint Gregories continued tothe Pariſh of Northgate atter 
thediflolution, untill (as the tradition goes) Sir lohn Boys 
thelate Tenent to the Priory obtained to appropriate and 
iaclole, it upon exchange of the moderne Church-yard 
ground 
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round for it with the Churchwardens of Northgatetor 
the time being. Ir continued ( 1fay) rill then to the Pa- 
riſh, fora buriall place ; de fa#fo, but was not acknowledged 
theirsot right. For ata viſitation 'holdenintheyeare r560. 
itis from Northgate, by the ſworn men ( inter alia ) thus 
preſented vis, That M' May doth withhold part of the 
Church-yard &c. This M* May ( it feerns ) was then tenenr 
tothe Priory. Who in defence of himſelf being convented 
upon this preſentment, exhibu;t t1tcras Regias paentes (as the 
act of court runs: ) per quas patet CIMMETING® eſſe jus heredi- 
tarium Reverendiſsimi, oc. Atterwards , vis. aun 15573. at

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another vilitation', it was from the fame place thus preſent -* 25. cju/dem 


ed, towit, That their Church-yard is not decently kept, 


neither can they bury in it unlefle they pay 2®. toran old bo. 
dy, and apenny tora childe. 

It hath beena thing much controverted between the 
City and this Friory , whether it be ot the Cities liberty or 
not. Now not out of any defire I have tottickle in the mat- 
ter, but for manifeſtation and maintenance of a truth here- 
inthe beſtI am able, unto which by occalion of the places 
ſurvey, I am ina manner engaped, I ſhall without partiali- 
tiedeliver what, in matter ot tact, I know may conduce to 
theclearing of this doubt and quietingrhe debate. In the 
yeare 126g. anno 53. Hen, 3. Ifinde "the Prior of S* Grego- 


ries, by the ſame writ with the Prior of Chriſt-Church, the /- 
Abbat of S. Aug»ſt:nes and others, atter a legall diſcuſhon of 


the caſe by enquiry and verdict of ſelect men ofthe City, 


and voicinage, acquited by the Kings writ of tallage , .i. ot 


being within compaſle of tallage with rhe Ciry. Beſides 
in the Argument drawn up by the Abbat of S* Az. in de- 
fence of himſelt and his Abbey againſt the City, challen- 


ging the Abbey and ſome of her neighbouring demaines 
to be of and within the liberty of the City in #ez. 6, time, 
amongſt other heads thereot ( that it might not ſeeme 
ſtrange, thatthe Abbey being in the Suburbs, and fo neare 
the City wall, ſhould nevertheleffe be exempt from the 


Franchiſe of the ſame , by ſhewing how the matter ſtood 
in 
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inſame ftate with other like places about the City : this 
Priory pl ger 4 to be as without the walls , ſo without the 
libe oof the ſame City in theſe words, viz. Ac etiam

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here fay of it, isalready ſaid and may be ſeen in that of Hey- 
baldawve, the other twin as I may call it , for their parity as 
well in timeas manner, both oftheir ereQtion and originall 
endowment. This of S. /ohns time was firedin £4, 3. time, 
as I finde by certain letters of the Hoſpitallunder their ſeal, 
framed after the manner of abrief, & direQted toallprelates 
in generall, wherein they in pititull manner deplore their 
muſerable eſtate occaſioned ( as they ſay ) by a late ament- 
able fire happening intheir houſe, which had waſted their 
Hoſpitall and adjacent edifices, in'the which were more 
then an 100 poore people ſuftained, with defire of their cha. 
ritable relief, letting them know ( as the moſt perſwaſive 
Rhetorick of that age ) what indulgences had been grant- 
ed totheir bencfaQors by ſeverall Archbiſhops-and Biſhops 
of former times. 

This Hoſpitall hath a faire Chapel to it decently kept, Chapell. 
wherein divine ſervice is {aid, the Sacraments adminiſtred, 
and Gods word preached tothem ofthe houſe, Their pre- 
ſent Chaplains ftipend is the ſame with his predeceſſors of 
old , 8 /ib. per annum. The Chapell hath had ſome dome- 
ſtick benetators. Amongſt others, one William Garnar, 
whoin the yeare by his will” yu xl:rothe mending , ,,,, #. 
of the ſteeple, and 4 /ib. fora new bell. 1ohn Roper another, Comſp.peaict. 
whointhe yeare 1526. by his will* took order with his Exe-, ,,.. 
cutour for the new building of the fide Chancells Eaftern : 
window ( being the window, as he calls it, of our Ladies al- 
tar ) proportionable and correſpondent to that of the 
quire, The Chapell affoords theſe Monuments of ſome 
note.

fe biſh Stratford ereQting and endowing the Vicarage 
of Northgate-Church, expreflely reſerves and excepts 
from the Vicar thereof the tithes of this Hoſpitall, in theſe 
words. Oblationibus &f obventionibus Hoſpitalis de Northgate, 
duntaxat exceptis. In what caſe andeſtate the Commiſion. 
ers upon the Statute 37. H. 8. c. 4. found the preſent Ho. 
ſpitall, were it not too tedious of recitall, I would here ſub- 
joyne. I ſuſpe&t a fleecing ofit as of other like places by 
the facrilegious pilteries of thoſe ravenous and wretched 
times ſet upon the ſpoil even of ( what the Proverb might 
have Rav'd themfrom ) the very ſpittle it ſelf,” I could in- 
ftance in ſome particulars wherein it ſuffered, but my hafte 
willnot permit me. 

I have now ſurrounded the Suburbs, yet having hitherto 
ſaid nothing of Weſtgate-ftreer, the Suburbs ( 1 mean ) ly- 
ing without Weſtgate , exempt from the libertie and Fran- 
cheſe of the City , give me leave here togiveitaplace a. 
part, and therewith to finiſhmy ſuryey of the Suburbs, and 
then I ſhallenter the walls. 

I have ſeen a preſentment in Eire, inrolled in the Kings 
Exchequer of the 21. of £4. x. wherein ( inter alia) this 
ftreet ( Weltgate-ftreet ) ispreſented and avouched, how 
truly I know not, to have anciently belonged to the Citi- 
zens of Canterbury , ſubject withthe City to tax aud aid; but 
in King 7ohxs time to have been taken from the City by 
Hubert the Archbiſhop , tothe Cities great damage, in re- 
gard merchants and men of worth and eftates — 
them- 
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themſelves thither, and there hous'd themſelves, and were 
detended of the Archbiſhop againſt the Cities impoſitions, 
But whether this part of our Cities Suburbs, were not from 
all —_— » as nowit is, clearely exempted from the 
Francheſe and Liberty thereof, becauſe part of the Arch- 
biſhops Mannor (aovd Hundred) of Weſtgate, as we now 
callir, orof Stawrſete, as of old it was named, diſtinct trom 
the City-Hundred (as it ſeemes it was no other of old) 
may deſerve inquiry and conſideration, and the rather (fich 
Doomſday Booke Records, that the Archbiſhop then chal- 
lenged to have Forisf4/turam in vis extra Civitatem ex utr a- 
we parte ubi terra (ua eft) becauſe the Archbiſhop, in right of 
fs See, is Dominws Fundi (Lord of the Soile) on either _ 
ſide this Street, It makes much for this what Edmerw *faid jj 
upwardof 500 yeares agone,that in the Lands of the Arch- * * 
biſhopricke throughout the Kingdome, by an ancient cu- 
ſtome and uſage, rhe Archbiſhop hath the ſole mannaging 
of things afwell humave, as divine. But enough of the ſtreet, 

Somewharl have heard of a Ferry ſometime at this place, *9 
belonging, as I am told, to the Archbiſhop, who did ar. 
rent it out for 16%, per annum. But I have ſeenc no record 
to warrant the relation, and therefore no more of that 
untill I'be betrer inftruCted. 

The Archbiſhop and the Citizens, both (as bound by 
oath, if I miſtake not) ſtanding in thedetenceand main- 
tenance of their liberties, the one of his See, the other of 
their City, have anciently much differed abour liberties 
here, but now and of along time all ſuch matters have been 
well accorded and ſettled betweene them; wheretore, and 
becauſe I much defire they ſhould ever ſo contivue, ex pro- 
feſſo, Idecline the diſcourſe of their quarels, leaft I may 
ſeeme torub up old ſores. 

Having now done with Weſtgate-ſtreer, I will take the 
next way into the City, and that is by Weſtgate. Bur ere 
we paſle or enterfurther then the Gate, I muſt, according 
to my purpoſed method premiſe and ſay ſomewhat of the 
Wards of the City, 

Dyviſion 
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Diviſion of the City into Wards. 


He Wards'of our City at this day are, as (I take it) 

they ever were, nor more norlefſe then fixe in number, 
In name diftinguiſhed and differenced from each other,. by 
the names of the fixe principall Gates, thatis. x. Weſt. 
gate-ward. 2. Newingate-ward. 3. Northgate-ward. 4. 
Worthgate-ward. 5. Burgate-ward, and 6, Ridingate. ward. 
Of thac number ar firſt, haply'in imitation of the Shires 
divifion into 6. Lathes, whereof it did'of old confift. 

Of the firſt diviſion made of the City into Wards, nei- 
therwritten Record, norunwritten Tradition makes any 
mention. But conceive it very ancient. The whole Ci- 
ty (it ſeemes)in the Conquerors time, was but one intire 
hundred. For Doowm/day Booke ſpeaking of the Churches 
Mannor of Barton , which it calleth North-wood, faith it 
was de handredo de Cantuarberia, as the very words are, If 
ſo, itwas not longerea ſub-divifion made of it, haply for 
more ealic aud = Government, into divers ſeyerall 
hundreds, namely into the fixe Wards or handreds now 
under our Survey. For the more ancient ap lation and 
rerme given to thoſe our Cities moderne ſub-diviſions of 
Wards, was Hundred, as almoſt all our eldeſt deeds and 
otherlike evidences doe witnefſe, which generally, cloſe 
with a we-orandum, that they were firſt made and recorded 
in the hundred of that Diviſion (as in the hundred of Weſt- 
gate, Burgate, and ſoalike for the reſt) and afterwards in 
the Burgmote of the City. Another terme they had ſome- 
what varying from the other in ſound, but of ſynonymall 
ſenſe nin withit, which was Berta, a frequent 
phraſe in our ancientevidences. 

Theſe Diviſions, 91 os 5 in his deſcription of 
London, endeavouringtoparalellit, all he could, with old 
Rome, calls Regions, Every of theſe Diviſions, Hundreds, 
Wards, Regions, was committed and intrufted, for reigle- 
ment, toan Alderman, one in office and — the 
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ſame (I take it) with Prepoſitis Hundredi, or the Hundreds. 
Ealdor, as our Anceſtors would phraſe it. 

I will ſpare all diſcourſe touching (what many mens inter- 
pretation hath made of vulgar knowledge)the word, Alder- 
man, both name, and office, in generall, derived, traduced 
and deſcended unto us from great antiquity, apd confine 
my ſelfe to ſpeake of thoſe onely ſer overour City Wards. 
Whoſe antiquity I conceive tobe fromabout Rich, i. time 
the generality of theſe Aldermen being ſaid to bee of that 
ages produQion * ( foure hundred yeares old and up. » yide dx.Hen: 
wards.) Spelmanni 

Theſe Aldermen, every of them, had and kept within — —_— 
their Ward, and haply (as the Jewes held theirs <) at their « po,9.,,.11 
ſeverall Gates, a Court holden every three weekes, which v#.19. & cap, 
was called ofour anceftors ſometime the Hundred-Court , ** 
ſometime the Wardmote, thatis, the meeting orafſembly Wardmere, 
of the Hundred or Ward, or the Portmote, as the Juriſ- 
diction was called Port-ſoka. | 

Their office, from their name, was called an Alderman. Alderwancie, 
rie , whichit ſcemes was not (as now)eleQtive, but as free- 
hold either demiſeable or deviſeable , ad libitum of him or 
her that held the ſame: or it neither demiſed, nordeviſed 
of him nor her in life time, but indiſpoſed of at death, 
then as inheritance and fee, deſcended rothe next heire at 
law; and thence it was that (as I finde) moſt of the ſame 
Aldermanries continued in a name and family, through 
many deſcents and ſucceſſions, as that of Burgate to the 
chiches, of Northgate to the Polres or Pollers, as we now 
writeit, of Newingateto the Dzigges, of Worthgate tothe 
Cokyns,afterward tothe T iernes, Weſtgate tothe Zrownes, 
and fo of the reſt. 

This laſt of Weſtgate, was in ro. Rich. 2. given bythe 
Will *of Henry Garnateto Sara his wite. It ſometimes was +r;b, canere 
in the Abbat of Saint Auguſtine; poſſeſlion, who (as Thorne Civitatis 
telsme) Anno 1278. gave it to M' Nicholas Doge, tenend', 
er habend eandem cum omnibus appendicitis tam in civitate Cant. 
quam extra in ſuburbia ejuſdem wel alibi, de prefats Abbate & 
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* Lib. eccle(. 
Ciifti Cant.

Whole then ſeate and inheri- 
tance (before the 6 ay was the Mannor of cMiron, or 
Middleton by Canterbury (trom whence ſo called is of vulgar 
conjecture:) and continued to the name of the Brownes, 
untill ot late the inheritrix married to Robert Honywood 
Eſquire, ſonne of that famous Mary Honywood (of whom I 
leave you to take further information, it her tame ſave you 
not the labour, from her Monuments Ioſcription or Epi- 
taph in D' Hakewill' ) and father of S* Robert Honywood of 
Charing, and S' Thomas Honywoed of Marks-Hall in Eſſex, 
whoſeit now is, the anceſtor of whom S' George Browne, in 
Rich.

L inſiſt the more upon this Al/dermarry, becauſe I conceive 
itto have beene, it notabſolutely the chiete, yet one of 
more reſpect and conſequence then the reſt; which were 
all bought or otherwiſe gotten into the City, and made eli- 
gible by the Maior and Commonalty early to that this was, 
which (it ſeemes) came not inuntillabout the time of the 
New ordination made by Hey. 7, which appoints two Alder- 
mentoevery Ward. Inſome reſpects allo it differed trom 
the reſt, which (Itake it) were held onely by Freemen and 
inhabitants of the Franchiſe, whereas this was holden nei- 
ther by one nortother, a great inconvenience to the City, 
asinthe fore-cited aCt of Yarliment (x Rich. 1.) inthe pre- 
face of it, is ſuggeſted. Somuch of the Wards in generall.

ate-Ward , and obſerving and ſurveying ſuch things (as I 
[l doe likewiſe pr enter thereſt) as occurre therein 
any thing worthy of note or memory: ſaving that I ſhall 
reſerve the Churches toa tuture mention by themſelves.

Arching on theretore from the Gate intothe City, by 
the high'Street (that, I meane, terminated by this 
Gateatthe Weſt, and by the oppoſite Newingate at the 
Eaſt-end) we have on this fide Kingsbridge, oneither hand 
of us a Gate that leads us to a ſeverall ruined Monaſtery, 
That on the right hand late the bare-tooted Franciſcans, 
orthe Minorite-Obſervant-mendicant-Gray-Fryers. The 
other on our lcfr, late the Minors alſo, or the Predicant- 
black-Fryers. 

I will begin with the Gray-FF. or Franciſcans. SO Gray-Fryers; 
called from Seraphicall $* Francs (Wevers Epithete) the in- 
ſtitutorof their order. The legend of whole lite and mira- 
cles, becauſe too tedious for my intended ſhort method, 
and roo too fabulous moſt what, I doubt, foryour belecte, 
for mine Iam ſure; I have thought good rather to over- 
paſſe in filence, then to trouble cither my ſelfe to write, or 
you toread the rabble of topperies (if no worſe) that are 
written of itandthem, legible in Mate. Paris, Polyd. Yirg. 
but more largely in 0wens genealogy of Monks &c. the 
Chronicon Minorum, and elſewhere. 

Leaving therefore (I ſay) their Founder and Patron, I 
come to the Fryers * themſelves. They were called Mi. * ui «car 
nors or Minorites, from the humility and lowlinefle of p44 
minde which by the preſcript of their Founder they ought quo djfex vide 
ever to have: Obſervant, to diſtinguiſh them from rom cap. 
looſer fort of Pranciſcans, then whom theſe were NOTE ex;. pe juds. [ 
carctulland obſervant to keepe the ſtrift rules and orders of zPeactal. & 
S* Francs, and were thereforealſo called Regular Franci- bn ae 
N 2 (cans, 
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to Evangelical] 
perfetion , and therefore _— -wilfull povertie, 
they ſubſiſted chicfly upon atmes, which they uſed, with 
the Predicants, Auguſtines, and Carmelites, toaskand re- 
ceive oftiatim, trom doore to doore; whereby chiefly Friers 
were differenced from Monks , who kept home, and lived 
upon their own in common: Gray,from their habit, which

Franciſcans came firſt intoEngland about the yeer 
1224. in Hey. 3, reigne, as did the Dominicans *, How or 
where they were atterwards entertained with proviſion , 
and accommodation of houfng, 1 finde not ancil} the yeare 
1270. By which time, it ſeems ( whether by their piety, or 
policy, I know not ) they had foinſinuated themſelves in- 
tothe favour of a deyout and worthy Citizen, and ofa flou- 
riſhing family then in the City ( as fil inthe County ) one 
lohn Digg, or Diggs, then an Alderman, and 12 yeares be- 
fore ( 1258. ) andalſo z yeares after ( 1273.) one of the Bai. 
liffs of the © 4 , whom Wevey miſcalls S' 7ohn Diges, that 
he purchaſed for them the Iland in Canterbury, then called 
Bynnewith, and ſhortly after tranſlated them thither. Emir 
Inſulam vocatam Bynnewight in Cantuar. & locum Porte ſuper 
Stour -ftreet ad opus Fratrum Minorum, & tempore opportune 
granſtulit Fratres ad illam, as Wever 'trom Leland, V'hencs 
cane 
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the place, this Iland, might derive the name of Bynnewith, Bimewith, 
if I may conjeCture, I ſhall tell you , either from a compoſi- 
tion of two Saxon words, B:nnan which fignifies within, and 
With, an Iland, as it were the Iland within, in diftin@ion of 
it froman Iland ſometime lying without the City, by Weſft- 
gate, Northward, called fimply With, whereofin theelder 
rentalls of Chriſt. Church mention is made thus. Parvs 1x- 
ſula extra Weſtgate, verſus Aquilonems, vocats With, Or elſe 
Binnewith quaſi Bine-with,the double lland ; indeed itis no 
other, and an ancient rentall of Chrift-Church ( which 
once had ground, houſes, and fee here ) ſpeaks of rent in 
S: Peters Pariſh payable de duabus parvis Inſults ubi fuit Crine- 
milne, For Sacucbone ſometime ſtood a milne of Chriſt- 
Church, ſocalled, untowhich the lane in S* Peters called 
Mead-lane , and of Speed in his Map of the City miſcalled 
Maiden-lane,did heads , and from thence was called Crine- 
melne-lane. For in an exchange ax»o 1294. made between 
Chriſt-Church and S. 4« 72s , three tenements in S* Peters 
Pariſh in Canterbury bc ig granted to the Abbey, and of 
themis thus deſcribed a!14 bounded, viz. quoddam tenemen- 
tum jacens in magno gardino dicti Abbatis, juxta terram fra- 
trum Minorum Cant. ex parte Auftralt , invenella que dicitur * In Lib, ecclef, 
Medlane, & que olim (ſaith the deed ”) vocabatur Crinemelle- *** 
lane. But may it not more probably be called Binnewith 
( that is Bi-ney-Lland )from theſame rad:x with the mead, 
or meadow-ground by it ,calledto this day Binney-meads ; 
. as the bridge thereaway, which we call Bingley-bridge, is 
rightly called Binney-bridge,trom the Saxon, b1»nan ca lig- 
nifyipg ( as I faid ) within or between the water, becauſe ly- 
ing and incloſed within or between our Srowr or rivers 
double channell , bounding it on either fide: whence the 
Codicill or Landboc of Cenul/ph the Mercian that gave 
that ground to the Church. copied in my Appendix 
pag. 301. thus deſcribes it tolie., Inter duos gremiales rives 
fluminis quad dicitur Stour, Which M* Lambert reades thus. 
Inter duos genitales rivas &c. and accordingly would ſend 


us further up the ſtream, to finde out this ground abopt our

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riversſpring-heads ; whereas the very name yet remaining 
ſhows it to lic here. ' 

I may not ſoleave the places name. For though ancient 
and even obſolete with us, yet of ſo muchnote with our 
Anceftors,as it ſervedto give name toa family of Citizens, 
ſometime the reſidentiariesof the place, and from thence 
called the Withs, or ( as more trequently ) the Binne- 
withs , whereof one lohn Binnewith about the beginning of 
H.3. reigne wasa benefaQtor to Herbaldowne Hoſp. where I 
have ſeen his charter with the ſeal appendant, inthe cir- 
cumference ofit thus circum-inſcribed $I GILL. IOhAN- 
NIS DE WITh. And one Arnold Binnewith was,anne 1221. 
and alſo again about the yeare 1227. one of the Bailiffs of 
the City ”. The Friers having gotten mn n of the 
place, boththe land and her former 1cole or inhabitants, 
ſoonafter loſt their names, But leaving that, Iproceed. 

The Friers being here ſeated, and many houſes and much 
ground of the fee of Chriſt-Church Monks lying within 
the Ambitms or precin oftheir Monaſtery, they (it ſeems) 
made bold touſurp them as their own , becauſe within the 
confines of their ſeat, and ſo de fatto, made themſelves 
abſolute Lords and poſſeflors of the Iland. The Monks 
ſeeing the common people much inclined to favour them, 
and not willing to incurre theirs, leſt it might bring with it 
the peoples diſpleaſure alſo , make a vertue of as it were a 
neceflity; and toſhew themſelves as forward in charitie to- 
ward them, as the common people , afterthe Friers (b 
their connivence 'tis like ) had been apretty while in ob. 
ſeſſion without paying or yeelding to ho Monks their ac- 
cuſtomed rents and ſervices , which their quondam tenents 
were bound to pay , viz. a0 1294. by compoſition, remit 
untothemall arrerages and duties paſt grats, or intwty cha- 
ritatis, as they phraſe it, and for the future make them an a- 
batement of almoft the moiety of the rent: as the Compo- 
ſition will ſhow , which ( becauſe it ſets forth in ſome fort 
the ſtate of the Iland , and how it was peopled before the 
FF. time) I here propoſe, tranſcribed from the Records of

How this might ftand with their Founders rule and their 
ownvow, I ſcenot. For conſult their rule delivered arti- 
culately in Matt. Paris, and you ſhall finde them clcarely 
debarred and diſabled , both by cheir vow of poverrtie, and 
by expreſle preſcript beſide from all peculium and jongbon 
Fratres (faith the rule) nihil ibi approprient , nec domum,

Theſe Franciſcans or Minorite Friers beang a greatpro 


priviledg®. yo the Papacy were proſecuted by ſeverall Popes wit 


many priviledges, immunities, indulgences and what not 
aces, that might aſſure them the Popes faſt friends, 
. and faithfull ſonnes and ſervants, Beſide their exemption 
and immunitie from Epiſcopall andall other ordinary Juriſ- 
diction; in matter of tithes, they were priviledged from 
payment of any , either of their houſe , their orchard ( or 
garden ) and the nutriment .i. the herbage or agiſtment of 
their Cattell, as in the Decretalls ®. They had withall in 
matter of buriall 1:beram ſepulturam ( paying the fourth part 
of the obventions to the Pariſh Church: ) whoſoever would, 
might ele& and have their Church or Coemitery, for his 
lace of buriall 4 And that was a thing whereof multi. 
tudes were ambitious, and the rather becauſe they were 
made beleeve, that who ſo was buried amongſt them, eſpe. 
cially ifin the holy and vertuous habit ofa Frier, ſhould not 
onely be ſecured from evill ſpirits that would elſe haply 
diſturb the quiet of his grave , but alſo be as ſure to go to 
heaven. There is authentick record of many worthy per- 
ſonages, and of worſhipfull tamilies that have been here in. 
terred: the Catalogue of whom Wever * hath colle&ted 
and delivers, but hs a wrong title, ſaying they were bu. 
ried in the White, whereas he ſhould have ſaid the Gray- 
Friers: as Ican make good to the ſatisfaction of any that 
makes adoubr hereof. ; 
As for benefactors tothis Monaſtery, I finde theſe. One

The Dominicans alſo and the Auguſtines- 
ofthis City, in their wil!s with ſome legacy more or lefle. 
One domeftick benefactor I meet with, one Richard Mar- 
tix, the Guardian ( I take it ) of the houſe, whoin the yeare 
1498. by his will* gave liberally both rorhe Church and Co. * iz Tſo 
vent. He was (as it ſeems by his will) Parſon alſo of 1ckham, *nn<* 
and Vicarof Lydin Kent. But what may he mean by writing 
himſelf (as he doth) Biſhop of the univerſall Church? a 
title ſo cried down and condemned as Anti-chriftiap by 
Pope Gregory the Great; I conceive he wasa titular Bi- 
ſhop, a Bifhop in name and title onely, endued with the Or- 
der, but not with the Juriſdiction Epiſcopall, having no 
particular charge to intend, but generally officiating as 
Biſhopin any part of the Chriſtian Church. Theſe titular 
Biſhops were frequent with us in thoſe dayes.

I have but onely totell you that Robert Kilwardy, after- 
wards, firſt Archbiſhop of Canterbury, and then advanced 
toa Cardinall-ſhip, was firſt a Fryer of this Set of the Do» 
minicans, and I leave them. 

My payne in this Ward, brings me next to Eftbridoe or 
Kingsbridge Hoſpitall. An ancient Spittle, and as now 
knowne (Chriftened, as it were) by the name, ſo firſt ere- 
&ed and endowed by the Charity and Piety of S' Thomas 
Becket in Hen.2. time; and thence to this day called the 
Hoſpitall of S* Thomas the Martyr of E 9m For this 
we have the teftimony of Archbiſhop Strarford, aſucceſſor 
of his: whoupon his novell ordination of the Hoſpitalf, 
andin the Charter thereof, ( as ſhall be ſeene anone) ac+ 
knewledgeth him the firſt founderand indower of it. For 
other Record either ot the foundation of the Hoſpitall it 
ſelfe, or of the intent wheretore it was erected, beſides 
that Charter of Stratford, is not, nay in bis time (as it 
ſeemes by him) was notextant, orto be found, The rea- 
ſon probably why the Record of the ſtate of it taken by the 
Commitſoners upon the ſtat. of 37. Hen.8. cap.4. aſcribes 
the foundation unto Stratford , whereas he (as his Charter 
will declare) did but reftore the foundation, and give lawes

By this time you ſee who was both the firſt and ſecond 
founder of Eafthridee Hoſpitall. Theancient rules and or- 
dinances preſcribedtoit,the union and annexation made of 
S* Nicholas of Herbaldowne Church to it, into which the 
Leiger ſhowes the Mafters induQion and inveſtiture by the 
Commiſſary of Cant. by mandat from (the appropriator) 
Archbiſhop Srrarford. 
I muſt now looke backe to the times interyening * 1 bb. privats 
theſe rwofounders, In which I finde * Hubert the _— "_ 
P a p_ 
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ſhop in King 1oh»s time, an eſpeciall benetaCtor to this 
Spittle : giving toit the tithes of Weſtgate-Mill, ota Mill 
and two Salt-pitsat Herewic (inor neare Whuſtable, I take 
it) of a Wind-mill in Raculfre, and of another Wind-mill 
in Weſthalimot in Thanet, This, with the confirmation of the 
then Priorand Charterof Chriſt-Church, 

Iothis Archbiſhops time, there was another Hoſpitall 
neighbouring unto this of Eſtbridge called Cokyns Hoſpi.. 
tall, builrand founded by one Wiliam Cokyn a Citizen of 
Canterb. andof a worthy tamily, whoſe name in his poſte- 
rity did long ſurvive him in this City : ſomeof whom were 
Bailiffes of the City in their time. The Hoſpitall was de- 
dicate to Saint Nicholas, and (the Virgin and Martyr) Saint 
Catherine, and ftood ſometime in the Pariſh of Saint Petey 
in Cant. almoſt diretly oppoſitetothe now Blacke-Fryers 
Gate: having had a Lane by it aforetime called Cotyns- 
Lane, now tur up and built upon, often mentioned in 
Eaſtbridge Booke, and not forgotten of ſome yet living. 
I colle& by Charters which I have ſeenc, that the Founder 
lived by that Lane. And finde that for 18. markes de gerſu- 
14, or for the conſideration of 18. markes, purchaſed of 
Stephen the Prieſt, and Godeſmen , the ſonnes of Richard 
Mercer of Canterb. with the conſent of their Widow-mo- 
ther Cicely, a meſſuage next adjacent to his owne, thus in 
the deed or charter deſcribed. Totwm illud meſſuagium cum 
omnibus pertinentits ſuis, quod habet in latitudine verſus chemi. 
nium in Domini Regis 42. pedes,” & in longitudine quantum ex- 
tendit a cheminio Domini Regis, uſque ad aquam que dicitur 
Sture. Duod vero me(ſuagium adjacet proximo meſſuagio lapideo 

redich 'Willielmi, & meſſuag. Walteri mercators in parochia 
ſand Petri, Having purchaſed this meſſuage hee cither 
builds there a new Hoſpitall or clſe converts his purchaſe 
into one. Afterwards, by his Charter (whercin he ſaith the 
Hoſpitals of Saint Njcholas, Saint Katherine, and Saint Thoe- 
mas of Eaſtbridge in Cant. were united, haply and probably 
by Archbiſhop Hubert, and that union by Pope Innocent con- 
fixined) intitles theſe Hoſpitals to all his pn poſleſſt-

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ons and Chattels, and makes them his heires. This done, 
and one Godelmay ſonne of Richard the Merchant, challen- 
ging an intereſt inthe ſoile where the Hoſpitall ftood ;, for 
7*. conlideration he is bought out, and makesa Charterto 
Archbiſhop Hubert, acknowledgedina tull Burgmore of the 
_ City, of releaſe of all his right thereunto. i. De terra (as 
his words are) 1 qu4 Hoſpitale fundatum eſt quod Willielmus 
Cokyn fecit, que jacet inter terrans que fuit W. Cokyn, & ter- 
ram Thyme mercatoris, (cil.4 magna via regali rf we ad Sturam, 
The Vriory of Saint Gregory (it ſecmes) had ſome intereft 
herealſo. For Robert the Prior and his Coventof the place, 
did by their Charter made to the Hoſpitall confirme, De- 
nationem quam Williclmius —— Farribes Hoſp. Santts 
Nicholai, & Saniti Catherine, & Sautti Thome martyris de 
Eaftbridge, de ills meſſuagio quodeſt in parochia Santt: Petri 
proximo adjacen' Hoſp. Sancti Nicholai et Santte Katherine 
verſus Weſt, quod eſt in tenura noſtra, as the Charter runnes, 
Eaſtbridge Hoſpitall being thus (i. by union or conſolidati- 
on) ſled, and become owners of Cokyns Hoſpitall: it 
ceaſed ſooneafter (I take it) tobe uſedasan Hoſpirall, or 
in the way of an Hoſpitall, and was hired and rented our. 
In the yeare 1238. Peter the then Reftor or Keeper of E/t- 
bridge Hoſp. and the brothers of the ſame, grantand de- 
miſeto one William Samuel aparcellthereot, towit, Totum 
tenementum cum #dificiis ſupra poſitis tam ligness quam lapideis 
et omnibus pertinentits ſuis quod jacet in parochia Santtt Petri 
Cant. inter domuns 0{mundt Polre que ct ex parte orientali, et

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Stephen Langton the next Archbiſhop atrer Hubert, by his

the ſaid Hoſpitall and his houſhold, and all other remain- 
ing within the precin& of the ſame by the Chantere Prieft 
&c. Truth is, this Chapell was ſerved heretofore by a 
Chantery Prieſt which had x. {5. vjs viij*. yearcly wages, 
beſides his Manſion or dwelling, which was that at c te Weft 
end of the Hoſpitall, whereof the Stat. 1. F4. 6. cap. 14. 
for the ſuperſtitious quality ofit, hath long ſince deprived 
it. However, to fatisfie the inquiſitive , I have given the 
foundation a _ in my Appendix. I have nothing fur- 
ther to ſay ofthe Chapell, bur that one Cyeſſy a Jew building

I have ſeen in 
a Lieger of Chriſt-Church intitled Carta Remiſsionts , made 
by Peter the then ReQtor, and the brethren ofthe Hoſpitall 
of S* Thomas of Eaftbridge Cant. to Creſsie the Jew, de omni. 
bus querelis occaflone domus vel fundamenti vel muri quam in 
parte oriental in capite capelle noſtre edificauit , ut nunquam 
queſtio movebirur in Curia Chriſtianitatis vel ſeculari &c. as 
the deed runs. 

Forbrevity and diſpatch ſake, I balk and ſpare the men- 
tion of much of this Hoſpitalls indowment. Butthereis yet 
a ny more, which I may not ſopaſſe over; and that is 
of certain tenements in All-Saints Pariſh, fituate between 
the (igne of the George Weſt, and the Queens head Eaſt, 
in the high-ftreet. Thither then I will make next : But 
firſt, for ſome ſatisfaction to them that cannot underſtand 
the foundation of the houſe formerly laid down in Latine,

Memorandum they are bound to receive wayfaring and 
hurt men, and to have 8 bedstor men, and 4 tor women, to 
remain for a night and more it they be not able to depart, 
and the Maſter of the Hoſpicall is charged with the buriall, 
and they have 20 loads of wood yearely allowed, and 26* a 
yeare for drink. 

Now to the tenements which haply ſeem to be ſo mean 
as ſcarce worthy of any notice. True, But for what hath 
ſometime ſtood here, and into the place whereof they have 
ſucceeded, I think ſcarce a place in the City more remark- 
able, if at all ſo memorable : which was an Exchange, a roy- 
all Exchange. Cambium Regis : mention whereot often Exchange, 
oCcurres in the old rentals and other records of Chrift- 

Church, whoſe tenement ( nowthe George) is anciently 
bounded Eaſtward to this Exchange. It was ſtanding it 
ſeems untill £4, 3. dayes, and in likelihood received its ta- 

tall period from him. For he in augmentation of the Ho-

For the antiquity of its continuance here before the ſup- 
preſſion, Icannotfay much. Inthe lixt yeare of X, 3. anno 
Domini 1222, I meet with the Kings Exchange at Carter. 
For Henry the third ( Srow "is my author ) inthe fixt yeare 
of his reigne, wrote tothe Scabines and men of [pre, that he 
and his counſell had given prohibition, that none Engliſh- 
men, or other, ſhould make change of plate, or other maſſe 
of (ilyer, but onely at his Exchange at Londou, orat Canter- 
bury. 

Shortly, there was ſometime a family in our City, which 
from their neighbourhood or other relation to this place, 
took name fromit, and were fixnamed De Cambie. 
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6oynage of maney ; bur of old, as will appexre by the Star. 
anno primo H. 6.cap.4.they might not be cogether, but were 
kept apart, and a place there was! ſometime neighbouring 
to the Exchange, on the other (ide otthe fame ſtreet, even 
there where now the Inne called the Crown or ſome part 
otit ſtands where our Mint was kept. 1» angulo monetaris 
Verſus Eaft, is part ofthe boundary to that whichis now the 
dwelling houſe of 1ſaac Clerk.

For M' Se/dexin his notes up- 
on Edmerus, and Speed in his Hiftory make mention of two 
ſeverall coynes, one of Archbiſhop Plegmwnd under Alfred, 
the other of Ce/n#th under Erhelwolf extant, and preſented 
in figure, by Speed the latter, by Se/den the former. When 
or how the Archbiſhop loſt or lett off his muntage here, I do 
no where finde.

time called Lamberi/lane, atterwards Brewerſlane, thatis, 
betweene the ſame lane, and another tenement of the ſaid 
Thomas toward the North, anda certaine place called Eald- 
gaoleand the tenement of Cicely at Gayole toward the Weſt, 
and the tenement of Thomas Chich toward the Eaſt, and 
the tenement of Thomas Clement, and of the Hofpitallof 
Priefts toward the South: the Fryers (1 ſay) having pur-

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and property of that late houſe, which beſide primrtias de- 
cimas & oblationes, yielded him and it other commodities 
before the Fryers time) brought his ation againſt them 
before 1obn Badeſley the Chancellor, and Robert de Weſter, 
Auditors of cauſes underthe then Archbiſhop (Walter Rer- 
olds) tothe end to compelithem by courſe of law (as but 
right and reaſon required) to ſecure him and his Church 
againſt detriment and deteriorationin this behalfe ; came 

o to compoſition with them: in and by the which the 
houſe is quietly yielded and confirmed to the FF. with 
liberty to make their abode therein, and togettheir Cha- 
pell, oratory or Church and Altars atready erected upon 
the place, andalſoa certaine plotot ground laid out fora 
Churchyard, to be dedicated : and 1x5 to be yearely paid 
bythem, forandinlicuof all dues, to the Parſon of Saint 
George for the rime being forever; whereof the one moie- 
ty at Midſummer, and the other at Michealmas , ſubject- 
ing themſclves to the Archbiſhop, oranyother Judge or- 
dinary, or delegate, for compulſion , in default of pay- 
ment. The Parſon being tyed to obey ſub panaexcommuni- 
cations, and the Fryers, ſub pena interaitt. 

The Fryers afterward © enlarging their ſeate by purcha- 
ſing of John Cherh of Canterbury, quandam placeam ſeu are- 
an in fra prochiam ſaniti Georgii Cant. exiſten' ſuper ſtra. 
$a Regiam apud Clothmarket, upon part of which they built 
their outward Gate : in the yeare 1356. they enter into ob- 

ation, and doe binde themſclves andrheir houſe to rhe 

riorand Covent of Chriſt-Chorch (of whoſe Fee it ſeems 
it-was a part) to pay them 25 4*, per annmam forit. And 
thus have I ſhewed youwhen and in what manner theſe Fry- 
ers came to houſe firſt, and afterward compleately ſeate 
themſelves here. 

A great ornament afterward to this place, and to the 
whole order was 1ohn Capgrave, in bis time, that is, Anno 
1484. orthereabuuts, a famous Fryer of this houſe, and a

Charter of Her. 6. made to the City excepted from the 
Franchiſe of the ſame, as being a parcellofthe vill of Welt- 
gate, and of the fee and liberty ot the Archbiſhop, towhom 
of old it hath belonged : it being taken forthe very place 
where Au2zuſtine the firſt Archbiſhop of Canterbury , and his 
company were entertained and ſeated by King Erhelbert, 
before he reſigned to him his royall Palace. Conceſsit ea

Lleave Stablegate, and paſſe to the houſe of the Tem- 
plars. An order of Knights that began in the yeare 1118. 
Theſe Knights Templars (faith Stow t, ſpeaking out of Mat- 
thew Parts, of the Templein London) took their beginning 
about the yeare 1118. in manner following. Certain noble 
Knights bound themſelves by vow in the hands of the Pa- 
triarchof ler»ſalem, to ſerve Chriſt after the manner of Re- 
gular Canons, in chaſtity and obedience, and to renounce 
theirown proper wi-ls forever: the firſt of which order were 
Hugh Pzgauand Geffrey of S. Audomar. 

And whereas at the firſt they had no certain habitation, 
Baldwin, King of leruſalem, granted unto them a dwelling 
place in his Palace by the Temple , and the Canons of the 
fame Temple gave them the ſtreer, thereby to build there. 
intheir houſes of Office; and the Patriarch, the King, the 
Nobles, and the Prelates, gave untothem certain revenues 
out oftheirLordfhips. 

Their firſt profeſtion was ons ofthe Pilgrims,co- 
miog to viſitthe Sepulchre, and to keep the high-wayes a- 
gainſt the lying in wait of theeves &c. About ten yeares af- 
ter, they had a rule appointed untothem , and a white habit 
by Honorixs the ſecond ; then Pope ; and whereas they had 
but nineinnumber, they began toincreaſe greatly. Aﬀter- 
wardin Pope Exgeniws time , they bare crofes ot red cloth, 
on their uppermoſt garments, to be known from others, 
and in ſbort time becauſe they had their firft Manſion _ 

vy 
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by the temple of our Lord in Jeruſalem, they were called 
Knights of rhe Temple. 

Many Noblemen 1o all parts of Chriftendome, became 
brethren of this order, and builded for themſelves Temples 
in every City or great Town in RR bur this (faichm 
Author)at London was their chief houſe, which they build- 
edafterthe form of the Temple neare to the Sepulchre of 
our Lord at leru{alem, They had alſo ( faith he ) other 
Temples in Cambridge , Zrifoow, Canterbury , Dover , War- 
wick ec. 

That in Canterbury Stow ſpeaks of, was fituate in North- 
gate Pariſh, in or neare Waterlock- lane (rhe lane, I con- 
ceive , under the Town-wall , and leading by Northgate 
Church within, down to the river running from Abbors- 


mill, ) Forl reade © ofa meſſuage, which in the yeare 1271 * Thorne in 54: 


was givento S* Anſtines Abbey by one Edwmunde de Cambio 
ſcituat' in venellade Weterloke in parochia de Northgate, prope 
domos Templariorum &c. When this ſc of the Templars 
was aboliſhed, and why, as alſo what became of their pofſeſ- 
fions, you may findeelſewhere. 

Leaving them then, I ſhall ſhow you next where the black 
Princes Chantery Prieſts were once houſed, and fol ſhall 
have done with this Ward. Their houſe ſtood, I may ſay 
it yet ſtands ( for ſo I take it, in partit doth ) very neare, it 
not in the place where ſome part ofthe Templars habitati- 
on was ſituate, Bur let me firſt ſhow you that ſucha houſe 
there once was, and that I ſhall do fromthe charter or deed 
of this Princes Chanteries foundation, in whichare theſe 
words.

(O08 now to Worthgate ward. The firſt thing I ſhall 

ſurvey there is the gnees Hoſpitall of poore Prieſts. 
A Spittle firſt built and founded by Simon Langton Arch- 
deacon (and brother of Stephen Langton Archbiſhop) of 
Canterbury about the yeare 1240. Not ( it ſeems) altoge- 


ther of his own purſe, but chiefly by and with the almsand 


charitie of pious and devout benefators, 2nd Hoſpitale 
idem Archidiaconus drverſorum elemoſinis dicttur fundaſſe, 
faith Thorne relating the foundation of this Spittle. It was 
(I conceive ) intended fora place of ſuccour and reliefto 
ore Prieſts .i. Chaplaines, Curates, and other like unbe- 
neficed Clerks, chiefly thoſe ( I ſuppoſe) that either by age 
or other infirmity , were diſabled tor the performance an 
longer of their holy function abroad in the world,and therc- 
fore were here accommodated witha Chapoſic whereinto 
ray , ſing and celebrate for their benefactors, and to per- 
2: ha other divine duties ) contiguous to this their habita- 
tion, dedicate, as their Hoſpitall, to the bleſſed Virgin ; 
whoſe ficſt fabrick was not, as now, of tone. One Thowss 
Wyke ( Maſter, I take it of the Hoſpitall ) anno 1373. new 
built it of ſtone , but it is now made and parcelled out into 
dwellings and work-houſes, 

Shortly after the Hoſpitalls foundation perteed, at 
Laxgton the founder his inſtance , the then Abbat and Co- 
vent of S. Auguſtines granted to it the Parſonage of $104.- 
merſh, of their Patronage, Of which grant my Author 
(. Thorne ) gives this Copy.

Which Malmeſbury ©, 
haply not knowing how to commend enough ; amongſtthe 
many commendationswhich he gives our City ( as, for the 
firuationand exceeding fertility of the ſoile adjoyning, for 
the ſoundnefſe of the incloſing walls , for the rivers water» 
ing it, for the commodiouſnes of theneighbouring woods, 
forthe viciniticalſoof the ſeayeclding tore of fiſh to ſerve 
it, for the noble and generous diſpoſitton of the people, as 
well of it as of the countrey, prove and ſe to of- 
fer courtefie to others, and impatient of any injury offered 
to themſelves, and the wy} ayes no more of the Church, 
but this. After the converſion ofthe Englifhto Chriſtiani- 
tie, the prime Epiſcopall See-was fixed at Canterbury , and 
there continues: Saving that anon after he addes, There 
is the Archbiſhops chief Seat, who is the Primate and Patri- 
arch of all England.

retired to Swblacum, a town diſtant 4o miles from Rome, 
whither many people ( by reaſon of his great fame and inte. 
grity and holinefle of life ) reſorted uvto him : but within 
a while he departed thence, and repaired to Caſs/nuwman an- 
cient City in that region , where he built a Monaſtery and 
in a very ſhort time gathered together all ſuch Monks as 
then wandred here and there in the woods and defarts of 
Italy , and gave them certain rules and ſtatutes to obſerve 
and keep, and withall bound them to three ſeverall vows 
( by the example of S* Baſi/, who had preſcribed themiin the 
Eaft-Countrey to certain Monks of his, about the yeare 
383. which Baſil was the firſt that gave rules or orders unto 
Monks :) The one of Chaſtity : the ſecond of Poverty : the 
laſt of obedience, To live chaſtly, to poſlefle nothing, and 
to obey their Superiours commands. Again Benet gave un- 
to his Monks a new kinde of habit, he appointed them alſo 
acertain form of praying, and intending to allow them but 

mean commons, preſcribed them anew rule of abſtinence,

By the way, this congregation of S* Benet grew by little

Church :) And that way (I beleeve) ſuch ſtore of Coyne 

_—__ comein, (the devotion of that age to Saint Thomas 
inclining many to bee forward and liberall benefactors ) 
that it cannot ſeeme athing improbable for the Church to 
have recovered by that meanes. 

The Monkes now at length more neerely affeted with 
the woefull havocke which theſe frequent fires had made 
of their Church-fabricke, cither occaſioned or furthered 
by ſome neighbouring edifices, carefully provide to re- 
move that cauſe, and for that end, divers houſes belong- 
ingtoS* Auſftins, being built and fituate neere unto their 
Campanile or Steeple ttanding on the Southſide of their 
Church-yard; aftermuch ſuite, they prevailed at length 
with thoſe their neighbours the Monkes of Saint Auſt. to 
exchange the houſes with their ground about them for the 
like elſcwhere. Let me inlarge this matterto you out of 
Thorne whorecords and reports it as followeth. Anno Do-

biſhop Swdbury, by whoſe time the Nave (or body) of the c,, builc,

part in Majeſty of building, as with his good liking it might 
not ſtand any longer, tooke it downe, — of 
his owne purſe to have built it of newafter a more magni- 
ficent manner ; but being cut off bythe fury of thoſe Re- 
bels (Wat Tiler and his complices) in Rich, 2. time, was 
prevented.

By the entry or teftudo , under the greeces or ſteps ( the 
pulpitum as wont to be called) leading up to the Quire , 
from the body, I proceed and come toS. Michaels Chapell, 
ſtanding on the other ( the South) fide of the Quire, A 
Chapell indeed in name old, For Archbiſhop Laxgronin 
Hen.

And ſo I begin withthe firſt (I meane, the lowermoſt) 
Monument in the body of the Church. Where is a very 
faire grave-ſtone with much of the Braſſe yet remaining, 
and having almoſt all che Inſcription or Epitaph ſtill intire, 
ſaving (the principall) the interred parties name uponit. 
It begins thus. Hc jacet in requie----and there (the brafſe 
being worne or rather torne away) breakes off. My dili- 
gence to inquire of the ancient retainers of the Church, 
whoſe Monument it was, could have no fatisfation. Yet 
atlengthone of them told me that the name was extant 
ſince his memory, which he ſaid (as his memory ſerved 
bim) was either Bobinghars or Robingham, or the like, This 
brought into wy minde the' name of Bokinghow , oo 
SO! wit 
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with Bokingham Chantery I had often read of in Records 
both ofthe Church and Conſfiftory. From this hint there- 
fore given, I proceeded in my ſearch, and at length found 41 6obr.Caral. 
this ſtory of one /0h7 Bokywgham or Buckingham, viz. That **,ÞB -—_ 
in Rich.

Obſerving by the way, andthat inthenext place, one Fone. 
rare piece of novelty, which, becauſe it hath been hitherto 
omitted, and is ſo worthy as I may not altogether balk or 
utterly paſſe it over infilence, I muſt affoced, a place here, 
and that not altogether improperly, fince it isa monument; 
notof the dead, I contefle, bur ( which is much better ) of 
the operative and exemplary picty of the living Donor, 
Whofoever knows not my incaning may know, that by the 
munificence of a late worthy member of this Church, 
D' Warner, the now right reverend Lord Biſhop of Roche- 
fter, the Church, this part of it art leaft, is newly much 
graced with ( what before it never had, though much 
wantcd) a fixed Font, and that ſuch aone, as whetherir be 
More curious or more coltly , I am not able, it worthy to 
Z } judge;

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ments convenient for her Chantery ) with which money 
the Mannor of Selgrave was purchaſed and amortized to 
them (the P.and C.\ with licenſe of the King 1n that behalf, 
a perpetuall Chantery is granted unto her, by them, who 
covenant with her befide, that when ſhe died her corps 
fhould be laid in the tomb which ſhe of her own coſþ had 
prepared and cauſed to be ſet up neare the Altarot our La- 
dy 1a the Undercroft: And being there ſo entombed ſhould 
never be removed, nor the name of the tomb ever altcred, 
but be honourably kept, and ys per annum given to the 
Clerk that kept the Lady-chapell, tor the keeping clean of 
her tombe,with many other clauſes inſerred un the ſame In- 
denture, whichto the end the Chantery might not vaniſh 
out of memory with their Succcflors the Monks cauſed to 
be enrolled and recorded un their Martyrologe , that upon 
her obit-day it might be annually recited.

The Church it ſelf , with her appendent , annexed and 
connexed buildings thus throughly ſurveyed, my propoſed 
method ſends me to ſurvey next the other ancient build.

Augu#inethe Monk, and the firſt Archbiſhop of this See 
and his affociats, being kindely received of King Erhelterr, 
and admirtedintothe City ; foe their preſent accommoda- 
tion were ſeated ( as whilome was told yon ) firſtat Stable- 
gate, neareuntothis Palace, where preſently they beganne 
(laith venerable Bede >) vitam imitari Apoſtolicam. By which 
and other meanesat length converting the King to Chri- 
ſtianitie,and daily winning npon his favour; the King ſhort- 
Iy atter removing and withdrawing himſelt and his Court 
ro 
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to Reculver, and there ſetling, as his Succeflors in rhe 
Kentiſh Kingdome whileſt it laſted evecrafter did, (as ſome 
report *) beftowes upon his beloved Auguſtine (fora perpe-* Ani. wit. is 
ruall ſeate for him and his Succefſors) his owne Roy-***yuſtina 
all Palace inthe City, cynceived to have ſtood much here- 
about. This Palace withthe neighbouring Chureh, Augu- 
; ſine atterward converted both intoa Cathedrall and a Mo- 
naftery, yet (asI take it) notdividing hisdwelling or ſet- 
ting out his habitationapart trom the Monkes ; but, as he 
was tothem conſidered as Cathedrall Canons, Biſhop, and 
conſidered as Clauſtrall Monkes, Abbart, or in place of Ab- 
bat ; and e converſs, they to him conſideredas Biſhop, Ca- 
thedrall Canons and Chapter, and conlidered as Abbat, a 
Convent of Clauftrall Monkes: So he aud they and both 
their Succeflors intercommuning, asin goods and poſlel- 
ſions, ſoin oneand the ſame habitation, ot one intire pre- 
cin&t ever after untill (I rake it) Lanfrancs dayes. Who 
innovating and altering the moſt of our faſhions, and for- 
meruſagesin Church-attaires, and haply nor digeſting this 
amonglt the reſt, thought good ( its like ) to change it. 
For no mention of any ſuch Palace or like {everall habitati- 
on for the Archbiſhop, is to be tound betore histime. He 
indeed, amongſt his other ſtructures built him a Court or 
Palace diſtinct trom the Monkes. #4: ficavit of curians [ibi,

Who thcre- 
fore (faith he) pulled downe the moſt part of it, and in 
place thereof laid. the foundation of that great Ha'land 
other the Offices thatare now to be ſeenc; But by reaſon 
that himſelfe wanted time (prevented by death) and ſome 
of his followers lacked money to performe the worke, ir 
reſted unperfec till che dayes of Bon:face, who both ſub- 
ſtantially and be.utitully fniſhed the whole; and yer (as 
ſome thinke) Stephen Langton had accompliſhed the great 
Hall thereof before him. Thus Lambert. Harpesfield1s ex- 

Egregiam illam 
Tlaith he*) Palatii Cantuarienſis ille aulam adificarvit, Forthe 
reſt, allor moſt of it iscertainly much newer, as the work 
plainely diſcovers: whereof the preſent Gate-houſe (Iam 
told) was ſometime uſed for the Lolards- Tower or Priſon, 
and ſo called, 

Thus my Survey of the Palace would ſhortly end, but 
that I may not let the Great Hall (aprncs of goodly ftru- 
ture) paſſe without ſome little digrefſion and enlargement 
of my diſcourſe touching the ſame, it being famous tor ma- 
ny ſolemnities and celebrious aſſemblies there. Amongſt 
the reft, for that of King £4. 1. his Wedding feaſt kepr 
there<, Asalſo for that great ſtate and ſolemnity of hock- 


biſhop Warhams intertainment both of the Emperour with * 


his Mother, and the King and Queene of England, ata 
ſupper in the ſame Hall, and alſo of his owne entertaia- 
ment there at his firſt coming and inthronizationinto the 
See ; whereof his Succeſſor (Archbiſhop Parker) and others 
make mention. . And laſtly for the intertainment there 
which the ſame Archbiſhop Parker gave the late Queene 
Elizabeth, and the French Monſieur, the Duke.of Rhett,

ſtery, by the Monkes of this Church, as by what I have 
ſaid hereot before, and by the compoſition made touch- 
ing the ſame, copied in my "nes, may further ap-

: One Gerwaſius de Cornhill, whom that Compoſition (as 
you ſhall ſee) makes mention of, had divers tenements of 
his owne neere this Campanile, which the Church alſoa- 
bout the ſame time, and tor the ſame reaſons purchaſed of 
him, hisſonne Reignaldand Mand his Wite, exchanging 
for them certainc ground in Friday-ftreet London, which 
together with the former exchange were confirmed by ſe-

Church. It ſeemes by the premiſles that this Campanile did 
terminate both the Church-ground and liberty at this 
time, But atter this double exchange Iſuppoſc thoſe houſes 
taken downe,and the ground there laid open unto the back- 
ſide of the row of ſhops along Burgatc-ftreet (Shops 1 call 
them, for ſuch they were built tor, and not for dwelling- 
houfes, becaule, 1 rake 1t, of fires, which the neighbour- 
hood of dwelling-houſes night occaſion to the Church; 
witnefſe thoſe by the Steeple, which we ſee werethere- 
fore purpoſcly gotten in and had away: ) And the ſame 
ground being ſodiſhouſed and laid open, was made cimi- 
tery ground, and became partand parcellot the Church- 
yard, and ſo accounted.

As firſt, the- Church hath a Compoſition made by the 
Monkes of the place with their neighbours of Saint Auftins, 
anddatedinthe yeare 1287. wherein many houſes &c, with- 
in Queningate , are (in exchange for other) paſſed over 
tothe Church.

what lay in them, that the Prior and Covent of Chriſt- 
Church, mightat their pleaſure incloſe thoſe meſſuages 
and ground, 

After this came yet another parcell of the ground there- 
abours tothe Church, Forl meete with a Deed or Char- 
ter of Ralph Broughton and 1ohs Tent Chaplaines, made to 
the Church x6. Rich. 2. (amongft other things) of one 
Meſſuage in the Pariſh of Saint Michael in Canterbury neare 
Quenegate, and of one Acre of Land in theſame Pariſh 
neare Quenegate-lane : The houſe holding of che King 
in Burgage, and the Land of Saint Auſtins tor x5, rent per 
Anun. 

By this time (I take it) the Church had gotten inallthe 
ground hereabouts, ſaving what lay berweene Queningate

I finde thatby an Ad of Parliament. 1, Rich. 3. (by which” 


the Aldermanry of Weſtgate was granted to the City ) 
the ſame parcell of ground, together with the Poſterne 
and Bridge, was granted to the Church. Butin caſe of 


eviction of the Aldermanry from the City, rhe lip of - 


round and premiſſes was to returne tothe City, apart of 
whoſe demeſnefle it was in Fee-ferme. And ſurely fo ir 
did, for inthe 1, Her..7. the ſame Aldermanry, by alike 
Act of Parliament was reſtored to S' George Brownes heires, 
who by the former At were made incapable of it, for their 
Fathers taking part with Her.7. againft Rich, 3. But yer at 
length, after all this, by a compoſition berweene the 
Churchand the City, made Anno7. Her.7. the Church be- 
comes ever after quietly ſeized both of the ſame ground 
and Wall, with the Towers, Polterne, and Bridge. 

Thus have I ſhewed you (as neere as I thinke it may be 
found) the extent of the ancient precin@, and how and 
when it became enlarged to that bigneſle that now ic 
beares. And ſo much of the precin@ in generall.

A very geodly, ſtrong and beautitull ſtructure, and 
of excellentartifice, built 1u the yeare 1507. as appearcs 
by this now ſcarcely legible inſcription on the Gates. Front. 
Hoc opus conſtruttum eſt Anno Domini Milleſime, Quingenteſi- 
mo ſeptimo. Thomss Goldſtone the Junior, as I may callhim, 
there being two (and he the _ of that vame, being 
then Prior, and (as he was famous for his piety that way) 
this workes great benefator. A vew Gate1tis, and notthe 
firſt (Itakeit) was builded there, but ſuccceedivga former 
ſtanding where this doth. For that which 15 now Alderman 
Nicholſons dwelling houſe, is anciently. i. 41. Hen. z. deſcri- 
bed ® to ſtand are portam eccleſia ſantte Trinitatss : the moſt 
ancient Gate ſtanding higher up, ſomewhat neerer Burgate, 
a good part whereot is yet remaining, but builtup, and 
converted to private uſe, This (I ſuppole) is that verw 
ports cimiterij the old Records of Chriſt-Church ſo often 
mention, the oppoſition of it to that whichis now Mafter 
Fidges, and the other contiguous houſes to his being 
Church-houſes, ſerving to bound out and deſcribe their 
fituation inthe ancient Rentalls, callingthem CAragna ds- 
mis contra veterem poriam cimiteris, I have done with this 
Gate. 

By whichentring the Church. yard, and walking up to- 
wards the Covent Garden, onthe right hand, we. Þ,. the 
Cimitery-Gate there. (ſo called, I rake it, becauſe it had 
Cimitery groundl1ying on either {ide of it, that within it be- 
ing called Interivs cimiterium) I finde yet ftanding the 
old Schoole-houſe, now put to other uſe, but (Iam afſu- 
red) that which was the Schoole-houſe, beforethe prefent 
Shoole-houſe inthe Mint-yard. The often-cited Diviſion 
of houſes betweene the Deane and Preb. appointing out 
Maſter Archdeacons now Prebends-houfe, and ground, 
bounds it out one way to the Schoole-Garden. There are 
that remember the Free-Schoole kept there, and that by 
one Maſter Twyne (ſometime a Magiftrate of the City) as 
theytellme, Forit was a Free-Scbooletor the City chict-

Pope, a Schoole or Colledge ( a kinde of Academicall 
foundation it was) wherein he placed profeſſors of all the 

liberall ſciences, which (faith my Author) was the very * Lambor: Per- 
patterne tothat Schoole which $:gebers the King of Eaſt- *>bulaion of 
Angleafterward builded, &c. But this Schoole Hog ſince _ IN 
vaniſhed, The Danes have ſo often waſted, and other ac- 

cidents and caſualties have ſo alrered the face of the City, 

that it were much folly now to ſeeke with hope to finde 

butthe place, /pſe periere ru/ne, Therefore no more of that 

Schoole. 

This we have in hand occurres tome * firſt in the yeare: of; in 4 1cdil. 
1259. when as Robertus Rettor eccleſie Scholarium Civitatis % ctleſ.' rant. 
Cantuar. his preſencceis taken to witneſle an appeale of the 
Priorand Covent in a cauſe of theirs then depending be- 
fore the Officiall of Canterbury. Awhile attcr this read 
that Robert Winchelſey, that in time cameto be Archbiſhop 
of Canterbury in Ed. 1, time, was a Scholar here : at Canter- 
bury they ſay * ; 
ſie betweene the ReQtor of this Schoole, and the Parſon Y* wi. 
of Saint Martin (who it ſeemes by the right and cnſtome 
of his Church held and kept a kinde of pettite Free- 
Schoole there) about the rights and liberties of either

report the matter with the circumſtance, which theretore 
my Appendix ſhall make publike, Script#ra x)*. 

Of this Schoole the Archbiſhop ſed: plera ; and the 
Church; ſede vacante, were patrons. The Archbiſhops righr 
will appeare unto you trom thoſe Records. The © 306 a 
I gather from this note taken from other like Records. Co!.

The next thing falling under my Survey are certaine old 
buildings called Honors or the Honors; inthe apportion- 
ment of dwcllings amongſt the firſt Deane and Preb. by 
that name divided and ſhared betweene the predeceſſors of 
DoQtor Jeffery, and Door Yoſsius now Prebends, With 
Sir Henry Spelman, and Doctor Cowells helpe, I underſtand 
the terme: but howto apply it, or how1it may ſuite with the 
preſent buildings I know not : Unlefle in that the late Pri. 
ory of Chriſt-church _ a Barony, and the Prior there,in 
right of his dignity,one of the ſpiritual! Barons of the Parli- 
ament,' thoſe buildings (ſometime the prime part of his 
ſeat) might ſpeciallyappertain unto him in right of the Ba- 
rony,or be annexed tothe Honor of the Barony and thence 
take the name of Honors. Their name occurres not tome 
in any Record of the Church before this Diviſion, elſe 
haply I could have ſaid more of it, and wich more certainty.

(as they ſuppoſe it to be z thoughS* 7oby, I take it, isno 
where pictured with a long beard and like an old man, but 
there)with S* Johns, Ecce major me &c.in part yet legible up- 
on an open ſcrowl in his hand (though in a charatter 1 dare 
lay lefle ancient then the Conqueſt : ) and from the neare 
fice of it to the great Church, ſome are of opinion that this 
was that S* /0þns Chapell Capgrave ſpeaks of. By their fa- 
your I think not. For firſt, granting for truth, that there 
ſometimes was ſach a Chapell , and we have barely Cap- 
graves teſtimony for it ( ſomewhat a weak ground to build 
upon; ) yet I cannot imagine that ſo muchas is yet ſtanding 
of this Chapell could ſurvive and ftand out Crane Da- 
nah inrodes, devaftations and other combuſtions as have 
betided this place ſince Curhberts dayes. Belides, Capgrave 
that tells ofthe beginning and foundation, withall traight- 
way ſhows the end and overthrow of that- Chapell where 
he ſayes. © But this Church of S* 704» many ages ſince, to. 
**pether with Chriſt-Church , and the offices thereof 
*exchanged her ſubſtance with fire. Of the repaire or 
reedifying whereot I never read. Some ſuppoſing this 
and that other part of-ancient building that 1s below it 
Weſt-ward, to have been one intire ftruQture, and to have 
had dependance one upon the other, do conceivyeit tohave 
been the Church of $, Trimitie which Archbiſhop Lanfranc 
built. Indeed the arched or embowed work of it inclines 
my belief that it was a buildingerected fince the Conqueſt. 
Bur others will have it to be the remaines of the old Church 
of $* Saviour, that was builtand ſtanding before the Con- 
queſt , that haply which Ageln#rh the Archbiſhopin King 
K nutes time , after the former was deſtroyed and burnt by 
the Danes, reedified. But by their favour, it was neither 
this; that; nor tother. Truth is, as thereis an upper and a 
lower part of this building , ſo was eachpart aUiſtinCt ſtru- 
Qure by it ſelf, and not one intire piece;the lower or Weſt- 
ern part whereof was ſometime a Hall, tor the pulling down 


whereoftherepaſled adecree in Chapyer anno 1 545.whence 
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in the Diviſion the very next yeare following it is called 
the late long Hall. And the upper or Eaftern part of the 
building was this very Fermary or Infirmary-Chapell. The 
ſame Diviſion callsit ſo, and thatin regard it did ſometime 
appertain and was appropriate to thoſe of the Infirmary or 
Infirmitory ( the Noſocomium 1 may call it) of the Min- 
ſterſituate by it, co chiefly of an Hall or Refecto- 
ry,fortheir common board ortable (if ableand fit to come 
to it, otherwiſe feeding in their chambers) a kitchin to 
drefletheir neceſſary provifionin, a Dormitory or Dortor 
for their place of ſleepand repoſe, diſtributed intocertain 
diſtin&t and ſeverall chambers , ot which, that one mighc 
not difturb another, every of the infirme folk had one 
properto himſelf. And aprivate Chapell for their devoti. 
ons, who cither were ſick and could not, or diſeaſed and 
might not accompany their brethren in their more pub- 
lick and common deyotionsinthe Temple. D* Langworth 
a late Predeceſſor of D* Blechyndes ( as itis noted down in 
a Chapter book)axno 1579.tookdown a crofie wall between 
his houſe and D* Lawſes (a Predeceſſor of Dr Brayes ) atthe 
Churches charge, and paved the way between them with 
the tone. In all likelihood it was the Weſtern wall of this 
Chapell, or the wall which terminated the Chapell Welt- 
a acleare argument of the diſhunQion and ſeparation 
thereof from thatother lower part of building, The Infir- 
mary- hall or RefeQtory , which the Diviſion calls the Ta- 
bls-lull,yee ſtands perte and intire, being the ſame which 
is now D' Blechyndens hall to his prebendall houſe , built 
with other rooms ( as I finde) about the yeaye 1342. For out 
of Threaſurers Accompts of the Church, in that and the 
next yeare following, I bave theſe notes. wiz.

This Infirmary or domws Infirmorum 1 reade of in our 
C hronicles in King 794ns time. For the Monks of this 
Church quitting the Monaſtery by command of the King 
ſorely offended at them , for their choice of Stephen Lang- 
ton fortheir Archbiſhop; 13 fick Monks which could not 
remove, were left behinde ( faith my Author") i» domo 1n- * 2at. Pais, 
firmorum, The ſame had a bath at or neare the entrance *< *99- 
of it, haply the leaden ciſtern yet remaining, of what uſe 
you may gather from the Decrees of Lanfranc in Reyners 
book. ArchbiſhopsWinchelſey's Statutes *alſo mention it, * £ib'r w.. Ze- 
which have provided many things touching the place. 6 
Amongſt the reft, thatasaplaceot great ſecrecy, no ſecu- 
lar ſhould be admitted into itto viewor ſee it, And that 
the Prior of the Church ſhould, it not twice, yet at leaſt 
oncea week perſonally vifitand view theplace, to ſeethat 
there be nothing wanting tothe ſick there , nor oughtelſe 
amiſſe, oritſo, toſee it reformed, It had a ſpeciall Cura- 
tor beſide, who was called /nfirmariws. But let us hence, 
Of ancient buildings the next unto this is the Dortor, Dortor- 
the common Dormitory for the Monks, a very old piece, 
as any now ſtands (I beleeve ) within the precin&. Here 
the Monks ( according to S. Berets rule ) {lept veſtir;.i.in 
theirclothes, their regular habit, lyingin the woollen, and 
without either ſheet orſhirt.

had two Vigils or Watchmen that jo it every 0ight; 
the one till midnight, the othertill break of day. By Arch. 
Biſhop Wizchelſey's Statutes, no womanor ſtranger might 
byany meanecs haveacceſle thither, 
Neare unto this Dortor, are the ruines of the Kitchen, 
Pantry, Larder , and otherlike rooms or offices built for 
the common uſe and ſervice of the Covent in point of food 


and repaſt, which was ſcrvcd in to them ip their — 
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Refetery, , Hall or RefeRory built contiguous to the Kitchen (the 
Remaines whereof ſhow it to have been a very goodly, 
large and curious | of ſtructure) opening on the South- 
fide with a faire doore into the Cloifter, before which 
doore ſometimes ſtood a double ciſtern, _— I take it) 
for the ſervice of the Hall, and yu asa laverulſed at that 
Ceremony of waſhing the hands and feet of the Monks by 
the chief Prelate or Superintendent by our Saviours ex- 
ample towards his Diſciples, commanded by S* Benets rule 
+ Decyeta Lan- at Certain prays 7p y at their Mandy,to be obſeryed ** 
franc c- This Hall they called the F745rie, inold Engliſh the Frater 
digi,  (fſotheDiviſioncalls it ) becauſe it was the commonplace 
of reſort and meeting for the Fratervitic to-their repaſt 
ſervedinto them from the contiguous Kitchen. Their or- 
dinary fare and food here was fiſh and fruits, where they 
were not more commonly and conſtantly ſerved in, then 
fleſh was rarcly or never. Abſtinence from which bcing, 
as toall ſorts of Monks in generall, ſototheſe in particular | 
expreſſely enjoyned, and ftritly impoſed , the common 
Refectory might upon no terms admit of or affoord any. | 
But wereany of the family ſick, it was to be had for him in | 
the Infirmary. The gueſts likewiſc in the Cella Hoſpitum 
( the gueſſing chamber I may call it ) were not deniedit : 
and beſides, the Prior ( to whoſe conſcicnce and diſcretion 
in this behalfmuch was left) if he ſaw cauſe to refreſh any 
once or more with the fleſh at his own table in his private 
chamber , he might call unto him thither now and then 
ſuch as he thought fit. Thus andin theſe caſes and places 
flcſhmight beat any time, and was many times eaten. But 
within the publick Retectory never, and that (as Icon- 
ceive) becauſe of the rules violation in that behalf , 
which theſe ſpecialties were: ſo farre from infringing , 
that like as exceptions doa generall ryle, they rather con- 
firmed the ſame 1n the generality of it. For as in poin ei- 
ther of the office or other like agends in the Church, or of 
reſt and repoſe in the Dortor, by obſerving the rules ( that 
is, the rites and cuſtomes ) of the Mouaftcrie in thoſe caſes 
in 
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in the places proper thereunto , the Church and Dortor , 
by the generality of che Monks, the rule in thoſe caſes was 
conceived and conſtrued to be kept and fulfilled : Solike. 
wiſe by obſerving the Monaſtick rules and cuſtomes for 
food and repaſlt ( and particularly this of abſtinence fram 
fleſh) in the Refe@ory, the proper place of common refe- 
ion to the whole Convent in generall , the rule in that 
caſe was by common intendinent kept unviolated, And 
that it mr be ſo, it was ( no doubt) one mainend of de. 
viſing and ereCting theſe common RefeQories. For might 
the Monks have been allowed their particular Cells, and a 
Prebendz , or portion ſet them out wherewith to tiade 
themſelves, and provide them of their own commons , as 
our Prebendaries now have , it might juſtly be feared that 
the rule in this point of abſtinence from fleſh, would be ei- 
ther not at all, or nothing ſo well obſerved, asinthe com- 
mon and publick Retefory, where each once ſaw what his 
fellowate. The confideration whereof probably moved 
Wifred the Archbiſhop ofthis Church 800 yeers ago and up- 
wards ( when by his Codicill he allowed the then Monks of 
this place their proper Cells, or houſes ) to provide that 
the having of them ſhould not excuſe nor hinder their re- 
ſort tothe Church, for prayers and other like agends there, 
at their canonicall houres, trom the common ReteRory 
for their boord, nor from the common Dormitory for their 
bed. As you ſhall finde by the Charterir (elt ( it you peruſe 
it) in my Appendix Scr;ptura36. The Latinc is much to 
blame, and the ſenſe ſomewhat imperte&t and incoherent , 
but I thought it uot fir, nor my part to vary trom it in the 
lcaſt ſyllable. 

Of this Halland the proviſion for the ſame and the or- 
dering thereof, the chiet care and overſight was intruſted 


to the Cellerar one of the toure great 0bed!entiarii ( or Crllerir, 
Officers) of the Monaſtery , as I toll you: The Sacriſts, **'* 
Camerarius and Theſaurarius being the other three. The [:;.ceaurer, 


T hreaſurers office was to collect and gather in the rents 


and revenues ofthe Monaſtery. The Chamberlains chic fly

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conſiſted inthe care of veſi;zww or clothing for the Monks, 
and therefore he had the charge of the Sar:rinum and Su- 
trinam, the ftorc-houſes ofthat ſort of proviſion, asI gueſſe 
by officers and retainers to them, fuuch as theſe *.

ments, ornaments, books and utenſils ofthe Church , and 
todifpoſe ofand order both the place and manner of inter- 
ring the dead, both Monks and others. And our Cellcrars 
office regarded the * Cibum Monachornm , the proviſion of 
food forthe Monks and the ordering thereof, ro which end 
he had the P:{trizum and the Bracinum ( the Bakehouſe and 
the Brewhouſe or Maultkouſe ) under his charge. Accord- 
ingly. atthe ſetling of the Churches Mannors by Arch- 
biſhop Lanfranc ſome were aſſigned and allotted to the 
feeding, other to the clothing of the Monks : as you ſhall 
finde by the diſtintion which is obſerved in the recitall of 
thoſe Mannors in Doomſday book, where ſome are ſaid and 
= down to appertain tothe Monks ad cibum, other ad we- 
Iu. 

By the way will you heare a learned mans opinion of this 
diſtinction of Monaſtick Offi.es, and afligning out unto 
them their peculiar ferms and revenues ? Now eſt dubium 
(faith Reverie in his Illuſtrations of the Hiſtory of S. lohns 
Monaſtery at Rheimes pag. 649.) 2uin inde maxima fuerit & 
diſcipline & re! familiarts in Monaſteriss labes, quod domeſtics 
inprims adminiſtris, ac ſwbinde etiam Monachis ſingults ſue at- 
tribute fuerint ſigillatim prediorum aut praventuum Monaſterit 
partes.

ly call him ſo. 1rem omnes Cuſtedes Maneriornum , necnon 
omnes Obedientiarii excepto duntaxat AMaiore Celerario, qui 
pater dicirur eMonaſterii, &c, and that he was a great man 
in his place may appeare bythe large extent of his charge.

For he 
had alarge part of principallhouſingalotted him, all conti- 
£uous to the Covent-Hall and Kitchen (the Sphere where- 
in he chicfely moved) namely his Hall and his Lodgings, 
Cellerars-Hallas they were called, His Hall that whichis now the LS 
biſhaps for the keeping of his temporall Courts. Ananci- 
ent peece, and (I take it) aparcell of that houſing Edmerws 
« Rift. Never, *ſpeakesof, which he ſaith Archbiſhop Laxfranc upon the 
w1.947- increaſe of the number of his Monkes pulling downe the 
former too little for their uſe, ſecondly built better and 
largerthenthe former: the Dortor and North-Hall, bein 
otherpart of it, as Iconceive, all built, upon brave —_ 
vaultsof tone. Iutothis (the Cellerars) Hall, thepreſenr 
paſſagelyes by the Palace Greene or Court; whereas the 
ancient ordinary way to it was on the other fide the Hall, 
inat afaire doore, over which is cut in the ftone-worke the 
reſemblance of the Holy Ghoft in the Daves forme de- 
ſcending.on our Saviour, and under his feete the ſtatue of 
an Archbiſhop (haply the Founder) in his Pontificalls. Be- 
tweene this Hall and: the Court-gate ſometimeslay a pal- 
fage by and through the long low Entry, inthe Divigoo 
calledthe Pantiſe, whereby ingrefſe and regrefle , carri- 
ageand recarriage might be made to and from the Hall. 
Cellerate. His Lodgings lay on the Weſt-fide or Quarter of the 
Lodging.

Cellerartorbe Church. Theſame Hen.$. afterward in his 
new erection and dotation of the Chutch, cxpreflely re- 
ſervesto him and his Succeflors both Hall, and Lodgings, 
by the names of the Cellerars Hall, and the Cellerars Lod- 
gings. Butthey are ſince come tothe See, and laid tothe 
Palace, and paſſages made tothem from the ſame. 

I have done with them, and paſſe fromthence to the Cour-Gre, 
Court-Gate, commonly called the Porters-Gate , built 
(as I take it ) by the old generall founder Archbiſhop Lan- 
franc. Onthe North-ſide whereof ftandsan ancient ſtone- 
worke-pile, the North part whereof, i. from the ſtaires 
or aſcent North-ward, is now D' Caſaubons Prebends houſe, 
The name of which building is now quite loft, ſaying that 
ſome call it Hog-Hall : haply rather (as Hogis, Hoga, Hogi- to:-Hall, 
em and Hogum 1s by S' Henry Spelman derived trom the :Gugy, 
German Hog, gnifying high, or mounted) becauſe of the 
highand lofty fite and potture of ir, then, as ſome dreame, 
fromthe drethng of Hogs ſometime in the Undercrott of 
it, auſe for which it were abſurd tothinke it built. Others 
from the fite of ir call it, and ſo doe ſome of the Church- 
Records, North-Hall, and magna aula juxta portams curia 
verſus Aquilonems, 1 finde it alſo1n ſome of the Church Re- 
cords called 0ria/ll; but whether from the ſame originall 
with 0riaf Colledge in oxford, which name ſome conceive 
to be a corruption of Aul-r9yall, I leave to other mens 
judgements. Bur all this while we are without ſatisfaction 
tor what uſe ſo ſtrong and goodly a foundation as this is 
ſtanding upon Vaults, and faring to it a very gracefull 
aſcent by ftone-ſteps, beſet on either ſide with ſmal Marble 
Columnesand other (arched) ſtone-worke was intended 
or how uſed in former time. It I may ſpeake my opinion, 1 
ſhalt cell you (and I thinke rightly) what it was. 

There was (you muſt know then) before the Diſſolution 
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(as by Saint Beners Rule there ought to be) Hoſpitality kept 
and intertainment affoorded andallowed both at Bed and 
Boord unto ſuch ſtrangers (T ravellers and Pilgrimes eſpe. 
cially) as reſorting to the Monaſtery ſhould crave it of the 
Monkes : and conſequently there was a place in the Mona. 
ſtery ſet apart for that purpoſe. This place of receipt they

I muſt acknowledge to have received ſome light alſoin 
this matter fromthe following ſtory. A Keeper of Prince 
Edwards Ward-Robe (ſay the Records of the Church) in 
the great North-Hall of the Court, in the yeare 1304. 
kills avother man within the precin&, and flyes ftreight 
way tothe Chamber of the Hall, and though he were re- 

uired by the Steward of the Church, reftuſeth ro-come 
rth, or to ſuffer any to enter. Whereupon the Prince 
being conſulted, another Keeper is ſent downe, and order

| bs firſt (the Antiquity of Archbiſhops, &c. ) ſhall 
notneedtake much paines toſearch it out, Fortruthis, 
the Rene both of the name and office of an Archbi- 
ſhop is already ſo fully laid downe and proved to my hand 
by the worthily admired Author of the Defence of the 
anſwertothe Admonition, and ſo vindicated and clecrcd 
fromthe aſperſion of Antichriſtianiſme (wherewith ſome 
late turbulent Innovators have becne pleaſed fallly to ſtig- 

matize 
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matize them) and by his learned pen, who fetcheth and 
deriveth them(ſovenerableis their Antiquity)from before 
the time of the Goſpellspublike embracing by any Prince, 
or in any Kingean, and (if T miftake him not) the Office, 
though not the Name, from the Apoſtolike times; and 
Biſhop Bilſon alſo,. Biſhop Downham, and many others, as 
the learned well know, have fo Jaboured in this argu- 
ment, thatif I ſhall further proceed inthe obſerving of 
the Rey of Archbiſhops, Iſhall but, as it were, aitum 
azere. Andtherefore will it ſuffice that remiſs;ve, Ireferre

Cicero making mention ofthis law, gives this reaſon for 
it, Credo (faith he) wel proprer ignem, vel periculum. But 
'Urever. Of 1:7o/þinjan outof Durand, Yipian and others, ſhewes the rea- 
ancient Funer- £0N Of it moreatlarge. It wasacuſtome ( faith he) intimes 
pag. 7 of old that men and women were buried in their own pri. 
vate houſes or gardens ; but afterwards for the noiſome 
favour and contagious ſtink of the dead carcaſſes ſointer- 
red, it was inacted that all burialls ſhould be without Towns 
and Cities, in ſome convenient place appointed for that 
purpofe, And however that this order was obſerved by the 
Gentiles upon this reaſon onely, ſc:licet #t in urbibus mundi- 
cies ſervaretur, tt aer minus inficeretur , ex cadavirum putre- 
ſcenttum fetore; yet the true Chriſtians, and ſuch as bytheir 
lively faith were adopted the children of God, had a fur- 
ther myſtery in this their manner of interrments : for by 
the carriage and buriall of the dead corps without their 
City-walls, they did publikely confirme and witnefſe, that 
-» the parties deceaſed were gone out of this world to be 
made free denizens of another City , namely Heayen , 
there to remain with the blefled Saints in cternall happi- 
neſſe. 

This order or cuſtome of buriall without cities continu- 
ed amongſt the Chriſtians untill the time of Gregory the 
Great, foras then the Monks, Friers and Priefts (ſaith my | 
foreſaid Author ) began to offer ſacrifice for the ſouls de- | 
parted. So that for their more eaſe and greaterprofit, they 

ocured firſt that the places of ſepulture ſhould be adjoyn- 
4ag puto their Churches, Upon this reaſon out of the ſaid 
L —" Rn hy Gregory ®. 
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Gregory ". Cum gravia peccats non deprimunt (ſaith he) twnc = 135 queſta} 
prodef moriua ſi in eccleſiis ſepeliantur : quia corum proximi ©*'t- 
quoties ad eadems ſacra loct veninnt ſuorumaque ſepulturam aſpi- 
cinnt, recordantur pro ets Domino preces fundunt, Ancient- 
ly ( faith 0zuphrics Panviniw " ) thu bodies of the dead + !n ib. de Ries 
were buricd onely without Cities in coemireries or ſleeping FR"_ _— 
places (as the word ſignifies ) untill the reſurreftion. But *' 
perſecution being ended, aud peace given tothe Chriſtian 
Church , the manner grew in uſe ro bury within Cities, at 
the entrance intotheir ſacred Temples, yea andaftterwards 
in the very Churches themſelves. Now our Archbiſhop 
Cuthbert happening tc. be at Rome, and ſeeing of theſe bu- 
rialls, obtained from the Pope a diſpenſation for the ma- 
king of Cocmiteries or Churchyatds within Townes or 
Cities throughont England. 
By this time you may ſee whenthe old cuſtome of bury- 
ing without City-walls ceaſed, and burying in Churches 
and Church-yards both here and elſewhere began, and may 
gueſſeat the cauſe of the frequency of buriallsin Churches 
in former times. A thing thus tartly reproved of Baldvinus 
the Civilian. Poſtea ramen ( ſaith he *, having ſpoken before *.44 1. 2 
of the prohibition of ſuch burialls ) Chriſt;anorums Princi.

Dunſtan ſucceeded 04o, fate 27 yeares, and then dying 
was buried in Chriſt-Church, that is ( and ſoit muſt be ug- 
derſtood of all hispredecefſors ſaid to be there buried) in 
the old Church, not in the modern, For his piety and mi- 
racles in his life time ( ſo they ſay of him ) he was ( like his

Whileit it was ſtanding there, ſuch high eftimation was 
had of this Saint and his reliques, and fo beneficiall they 
became to the place that enjoyed them, bythe offerings to 
his altar, that the Monks of Glaſtonbury ( amongſt vom 
he was broughtup ) in Her.7. time, began toboaft and give 
out that they had them in poſſeſſion, being tranſlated thi- 
ther from Canterb. ( as Caygreve in the lite of Dunſtan af- 
firms) inthe yeare 1012. Hereupontheſe Monks built him | 
aShrine*, and by thatand other meanes the ftream of be. by _ 
nefit formerly running to Chriſt-Church became turned ro * 
Glaſtonb. This at length fo troubled the Archbiſhop of 
Canterb, and his Monks, that bethinking themſelves of a 
ſpeedy remedie , they reſolve ona ſcrutinie to be made in Scrutiny in 
his Tombe or Altar; by opening thereof to ſee whether wma ” 
really his corps, his reliques, were there incloſed or nor. 

The ſcrutiny 15 made,and rhe ſearchers finde forthe Chrift- 
Church Monks. Whereupon Warhaw the then Archbi- 
ſtop forthwith directs and ſends his letters to rhe Abbar 
and Monks of Glaſtonb. ftraightly charging them to defift 
from allother jaCtitation of their pofſceſhhon of S. Dunſten's 
rcliques, whichletters he was tain to iterate, before they 
would obey; ſo loth they were to forgo their Diana.

Whoſe whole ſtory our Chronicles and tradition withall 1x16. 
have made fo trite and yulgar, that leſt I be checked 
with a Nil diifum quod &c.1 torbear to relate it, onelyI 
ſhall defire to ſay ſomewhat of his buriall , tranſlation and 
ſhrine,and toſhew what the quarrell was he ſo ſtoutly ( Rtub- 
bornly I ſhould ſay ) defended. 

Being moft barbarouſly murthered , upon Tueſday the 
28 of December 1170. his body was buried firſt in the Un- 
dercroft. Butthe revolution of 5o yeares, having brought 
about his Jubilee o witin the yeare 1220: ) and being firſt 
matriculated by the Pope a glorious Saint and Martyr ; his 74% Trao- 
body with great ſolemnity, was rakenup and laid in a moſt **"'*" 
fimptuous ſhrine at the Eaſt end of the Church, at the 
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charge of Stephen Langton his Succeſſor, whereotT reade as 
followeth.

Ferie. and came up by the roting of Chriſtians to the place for 
the folemmzing of ſome feſtivall, ſuch either as the feaſt of 
the Churches . arora other the like; and faithit is 
eaſie to conjecture to what” Saint the place hath been com- 
mended, by the Fair-day: SoIamperſwaded that this Fair 
which we hold at Canterb. annually on the 7'* of 1uly ( as 
that other on the 2g'" of Derembey ) firſt came up as a mcans 
to gather the greater multitude thither for the celebration 
of the Anniverſary ſolemnities of Beckers tranſlation, on 
the one, and his paſtien ( as they uſcd toterme it ) on the 
; Faireo other of thoſe dayes. And ( for ſo my author addes ) as Fairs 
were greater , as the Church and town were of more cftima- 
tion: So. however theſe our Fairs at Cawterb. are now 10 
ſmall as notat all coufiderable, yet afſuredlytime was when 
they were of greater requeſt , and might juſtly boaſt of 
great reſort asany elſewhere: thedecayof them and of the 
Whence the LCrading of our city participating of both one cauſe,namely 
decay of («= the def ing of the ſhrine we now treat of, and the demol1- 
_ ſhing of fuck religious houſes as were ſometime ſtanding in 
and about the City, the magazins of reputed holy reliques, 
the incentives unto all ſorts of people in thoſe times for 
their frequent viſication ofthem.

** mentot the Lord Crowwell ) were then and there burned

This Shrine had a Clerk and other retainers that con- Ecv/. cbrif; 
ſtantly gave their attendance upon it *; and need enough © 
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in regard both of the treaſure that was aboutit and alſo of 
the continuall ofterifigs thereugto by ſuch as either of vili- 
tation or 1p pilgrimage made their approaches to it : Which 
offerings amounted ro a great value by the yeer, asI gueſſe 
by the accompts thereof for certain yeares which 1 have 
ſeen, ſhewing that from about 200 1b. per annum which they 
aroſe unto about 3oe yeares ſince; within a fix or eight 
yeares following they were grown to be more then trebled. 
But ( bythe way ) when the Accomptant comes to Chrifts 
alcar ( the highaltar ) that's diſpatched with a blank or aN/- 
ſumme altar; Ntl, So much had that Shrine obſcured this 
alcar. The lefle marvell that the Church dedicated to 
Chriſt, gave place ( as it did) tothe name of S* 7 homas,and 
that the prints of their devotion in the marble ſtones who 
crept and kneeled to his Shrine remain tothis day; there- 
in but royalliſts ( as I may call them ) or imitators of ſaye- 
reigae example, it we but conſider with what reverence 
ſome of our Kings mention both him and his ſhrine. Cujws 
pretioſum corpus ( Hen.

It may not be omitted that this Saigts Jubilee was kept 
every fitty yeares from and after his death : becauſe ſuch 
multitudes flocked tothe Citytmſolemnize the ſame as is 
ſcarce credible ; witpeſle this record kept of one happen. 
inginthe yeare 1420. which I here commend to your per- 
uſall, cranſcribed ftroma book of the City chamber,

And, which is more, borrowed a part of the City armes 
retained to this day ( if I miſtake not _ his codt , which 
is three Corniſh choughs proper. It is obſervable belide, 
that as by meanes of fi ainc and the great account of his 
martyrdome and miracles the name of Chriſt. Church be. 
came changed to S. Thomas Church; ſothe common ſeale 
of the Church , from the new dedication thereof by Arch- 
biſhop Corboy/ untill then uſed , upon his martyrdome was 
changed, aud onthe one {ide of it that repreſented with 
theſe yerſes circumſcribed.

This was the Churches third common ſeale, and was not 
altered afterward ugtill the new foundation by H. 8. 

So much for this Archbiſhop; the legend of whoſe mi- 
racles, were itutterly loſt, might ealily ( I think ) be repai- 
red from the windowes on cach fide of the place where his 
ſhrine ſomctime ſtood abounding altogether with the ſtory 
thereof, 

I come now to his quarrell, which was the defence of the 
Clergy, and their liberties, their exemption eſpeciall 
from ſecular judgement or triall, The ne ak of which

or repreſentation of it in that their forenamed common 
ſeale; nor knowing better how, either toperpetuate the 
memory of it,or to make it more generally known abroad 
then thus: at o: about wht time that their common ſeal 
was renewed , contriving another ſpeciall feal,ad cauſa , 
( thatis, as I conceive, *& fly for m.itters concerning Ju- 


riidition, which, ſede vacante, devolved into their hands ) A Seale af 


did inſculp iralſoin the fame. And now to diſtinguiſhthis 
f oin that their more uſuall and common ſeale , Toy vary 
the inſcription on both fides of it; that on the forepart,

5 10%, 
( William Conrtnay his ſacceflor long afrer tranſlated the 
ſameina Colledge of ſecular Prieſts. Biſhop Godw/n addes

Having 1272» 
been SopieBing about the ſpace of fix yeares he was made >< !riers 
aCardivall, and rhen reſigning his Archbiſhoprick gat him hon 
into ltaly, anc died and was buried at Y:terbium. Being yet 
Archbiſhopinthe yeare 1277, by bis kinde and gentle per- 
ſwaſion he appeaſed the Citizens of Canterh, eagerly bent 
upon revenge 1n a very ftrange way to be taken of the 
Monks of Chriſt-Church, tor refuſing them their aid in that 
impoſiticn of finding and ſetting forth twelvehorſemen to 
ſerve in the Kings intended warre againſt Lewelyz Prince 
of Wales, laid upon the City, whereof before in the Black

ded; ) butafterward at Weſtminſter (where he had beene firſt 
a Monke, -afterward' Prior, and laſtly Abbat)-in a goodly 
Tombe ot Alabaſter.

had a farre better Monument then now remaines of him. 
For his Will appoints out his.buriall thus. 1» Monumento meo 
novo quod ad hoc lices indigniſ11me conftrui & fieri feci in orato- 
rio meco in navi ſantte Cant, cicleſie, infra Cantariam meam 
perpetuam duorum Capellanorum ibidems ordinatam, &c, But 
Chantery and Monumeantare both gone, a bare grave-ſtone 
levelled with the flooxe, with the brafſeall ſhamefully torne 
away bcing onely left ; whereas you may know there ſome- 
times ſtood a Chapel * ( like to that 1- ſuppoſe. of Biſhop 
Kemp on the North-ſide of the Body of Pauls) wherein 
both the. Archbiſhop lay fairely, intombed ,. and his:two 
Chanterifts did daily celebrate, which had for their ftipend 
xa peece yearely out of, Northfleer Parſonage; and their 
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dwelling or Manſion which was built for them by himſelf 
ex auſtralt parte eccleſie , and contained in length $9, andin 
breadth 6o foot meaſurcd. I ſuppoſe it yet ſtanding, and to 
be one of thoſe preſent buildings onthe South-ſide ofthe 
Church-yard.

Thomas Cranmer, 68. 

Thomas Cranmer ſucceeded, being conſecrated Archbi- 
ſhop anno 1533. and ſuffered moſt unworthy death at Oxford 
anno 1556. He wasthe man deſigned to ſucceed in the Chair 
by his predeceſſor , who thouglrhe foreſaw and foretold 
too , that a Thomas ſhould ſucceed him, who ( as my An- 
thor ſaith,ſlandereth I ſhould ſay) per laxam & remſ[ſamwvite 
licentioris wdulgentiam populo conceſſam, perque prava dogma- 
ta, mazis Cantuarienſem, omnemque reliquam Anglie eccleſi-

_— Poole otherwiſe and more vulgarly called Car- 
dinall Pogole ſucceeded. Two yeares and almoſt ue

His body was (and lies) intomb- 
ed on the North-fide of Beckers crown, where his monu- 
mentisextant. He was the laſt Archbiſhop that was buried 
in Chriſt-church. Their burialls there have been ever fince Burial! ofthe 
diſcontinued; a thing the whileſt to ſome ſeeming very \'&bithops 
ſtrange , that of all the Archbiſhops fince the Reformation, Charch OC.

Of whom I reade in the Acts and Monuments, that Arch- 
biſhop T heoball talling out with him tor certaine cauſes be- 
tweene them, tor ich the Archbiſhop taking ſtomach 
againſt hin: would lay the ſentence of /nterd:10% againſt 
him: The Prior, to five himſclte, made his appeale to 
Pope Innocent.

This Alanus (Harpesficld ſaith) was firſt a Canon of Bene- 
ventum, but Engliſh-borne, afterward Sacriſt or Sexton of 
this Church, thea Prior, and laſtly made Abbat of Teux- 
bury. Hewrote much; the particulars of whoſe labours you 
may finde in Pirſers, Being Sexton he was very intimate 
with Archbiſhop Becket. But afterward when he was Prior 
he oppoſed himſelte againſt B4/awin, both in his eletion, 
and1n his puns. afterwards: by whoſe —_—_ — 
he could not winne him to his{ide, under the pretence of 
his preferment he at length procured his removyall from this 
Priory tothe Abbatſhip of Tewksbury : where he lived till 
theyeare 1201. and thendyed. He was doubtleſſe a ſtrict 
and ftout prelate. For reade * that in the yeare 1181, when, 
ina Proceſſion at Chriſt-Church, one S' Robert Mortimer an 
excommunicate perſon for his contumacy, quia noluit jurs 
parere, ſuper injuria quam fecerat Cantuar. eccleſia de quadam 
paſtura, quam abſtulit manerio eorum quod dicitur Depeham - 
intruded himfelfe into the company : this Prior, Alan,eſpy- 
ing of himthere, informesthe Archbiſhop, who was then 
preſent, of it, and that aſecond time becauſe the Archbi. 
ſhop would have connivedatit ; the Archbiſhops ſervants 
difſvading the Prior becauſe of the Kings diſpleaſure, Ar 
length becauſe the Prior ſawthe Archbiſhop would take no 
notice of it, he tells him that fith he will not uſc his autho- 
rity without, he willuſe his owne within the Church. And 
accordingly being entered the Church and at maſle, the 
Prior requires the Covent to ſurceaſe, who obeyed, and ſo 
the excommunicate to his ſhame was by ſtrong hand caſt 
out of the Church, and thenthey proceeded in their deve- 
tions.

Reade more of 
him (if you pleaſe) in the Catal. of BB. in York: where one 
thing is chiefly, remarkable,  w4z.. that whereas in. his -life 
time he had procured of Pope Alex. this priviledge, thatif 
any Clergy man diedin his Province, and delivered not his 
goods away by hand before his death, the Archbift, ſhould 
or the diſpaſitionofthem; it pleaſed God that the ſame 
meaſure. he metunto other , he ſhould be ſeryed withall 
himſelf, Heleft behinde hina'( or had at leaſt wiſe what 
time he fickned) 11000 /1b. in filyer, and 300 {b. of gold, 
beſide an infinite deale of plate, aud ſumptuous houſhold- 
ſtuffe. All this (though he had beſtowedit to the uſe of the 

reand other good purpoſes) the King notwithſtanding 

ized upon , and converted, it to hisown uſe, ſaying it was 

no reaſon that his Will ſhould ſtand for good, that had diſ- 
annulled the ceftaments of ſo many other. 

Being Archdeacon ( as he was one that favoured not the

five tothem of Chr:#-C hurch,by intruding himſelfamongft 
them, and into their Chapters and aſſemblies, as one of the 
ſociety. Being no Monk , but a ſecular, the Monks could 
not brook his doings : but addrefling themſelves to the 
Archbiſhop for remedy, they procured of him the follow-

Thomas Becket ſucceeded Roger. But he that ſo favoured 
him as to bring himto this dignity, Archbiſhop Theobald, 
prevailed ſo farre with the King tor his further advance- 
ment, as that, after the acceſſion of other preferments, at 
length Theobald dying, this man was ſeleed by the King 
for his Succeſſor. His ſtory is obvious, wheretore | will not 
repeat it, andthe rather becauſe I have my ſclfdelivered 
many things of him betore in properplace. 

Geffrey Ridell fucceeded Becket : and was as the 3 former, 
of Theobalds preferring and putting in. He continued 


Archdeacon uutill Archbiſhop Beckets time, whole ſtory 
Q q mentions 
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mentions himasanenemyto him and his proeeedings , as 
taking part with the King in his quarell with Becker , who 
theretore excommunicated him as you may reade in 07. 
Hoveden , who will-tellyou more of this matter. This 
Archd: afterward was conſecrate Biſhop of Ely , to wir. 
amm01174. The often-cited (Catal. in Ely will let you know 
more of him. | 

Herbert ſucceeded him, in the time of Richard the Arch. 
biſhop, Beckets.immediate Succefſor. Who ('tis ſaid) made 
three Archdeaconsto his Diocefle, which uſually had but 
one before. Their names were Savaricws, Nicolaus and He 
rebertws, But this held not long, the 3 being inthe ſame 
Archbiſhops time reduced toone again, namely this Her- 
bert. To whom the Archbiſhop —_ a perſonall Grant of 
Inridittion much like that whereabout the Archbiſhop ot 
York and the Archdeacon of Richemond differed about the 
ſame time; for appealing of which difference ifſued out 
that Decretall Epiſtle of /zngcent. 3. Cap. Cum _ de 
Inſtitutionibus. Our preſent Archdeacons Grant, which for 
Antiquity-ſake I inſert, was this herefollowing.

For the firſt, Robert : I reade that of Archdeacon of Cay. 


terb, he was made Biſhop of Sali&bury, ſucceeding Hubert that 
was tranſlated thence to Canterb : inthe yeare 1193. 


The ſecond Hen. de Caſtilion ſucceeded Robert, and was 


Archdeaconin Hwbert the Archbiſhopstime : as I finde by 
divers of his ſubſcriptions to charters and other evidences 
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thers. In the yeare of our Lord 1202. this man being Arch. 
deacon, there happened a great controverlie between King 
1ohnand the Monks of S*. Auguſtines toaching the right of 
the patronage of the Church of Feverſham. They were ſo 
ftiffe and ſtout on both ſides in the carriage ofthe buſineſſe, 
that throughthe violence that was uſed - the one to out 
the other of poſſeſhon, the Churches prophanation enſued, 
whereupon this our Archdeacon challenging right to the 
cuſtodie of the Church during the vacancy thereof, inter- 
poſeth himſelfe, excommunicates the Monks tor holding 
the Church by force, overthrows the altars as thereby pro- 
faned, and theninterdidts the Church, The Mozks (treight- 
way appealetothe Pope. He ſends out his commiſhon for 
the tullunderſtanding of the matter: But (faith Lambert ') 


 Perambul. of the Monks (being now better adviſed) took a ſhorter way,

F in Feve;- and ſending preſents to the King, they both obtained at his 


hands reſtitution of their right, and alſo wan him to become 
their good Lordand Patron, Notwithſtanding, the Arch- 
deacon and they proceeded on in ſuite at Rome, about the 
cuſtodie and truitss of their vacant Churches : this and M/- 
ztoneſpecially. In which ſuite ifluedout that DecreralEpiltle 
of Innocent 3. Bone memorie. de Appellatio. direCted to the 
BB. of Rocheſter and Londen. I finde alſo amongſt the re- 
cords of Chrift-churchalong ſcrowle of witnefles depoſiti- 
ons takenas well on the one part as the other, but what was 
theifſue or finallend of the controverite] know not, but do 
gueſle (byalike courſe atterward taken with-a ſucceeding 
Archdeacon upon thisquarell renewed) he had compolit1- 
on given him by the Monks, and thereby ſome ſhare and 
part with them of the profits of their vacant Churches 
yecldedto him ſora peace. The matter which they ſtrove 
tor, was in thoſe dayes of moment and very conſiderable, 
but the caſe is now altered by Stat”. which!gives the Suc- 
ceſſour the fruits in the vacancie, and fo hath cut off ſach 
brabbles. Lhave nothing more to ſay of this Archdeacon, 


but that.you may figde him a witnefle to 2ueene wad

I come now to the third Archdeacon of this Century, 
which was Hen. de Stanford or Sandford (forT firde himwrit- 
tencither way, and Harpsfield writes him Stafford) elefted 
afterwards to the Biſhoprick ot Rocheſter, and conſecrate

This Archdeacon __ ſo preferred: Stephen Langton 
who was then Archbiſhop, having to his brother one S107 
Langton (one that was not onely out of meanes, butalſo out 
of favour both with the King and Pope, the latter, by means 
of the former giving him the repulle tor the Archbiſh 
of Yorke, to which he was elected by the Chapter there) 
conferred the Archdeaconry upon him, the yeare before he 
died. In favour of whom [carne & ſanguine revelante, 1aith 
aRecordin Chriſt-Church) he much amended the Arch- 
deaconry. For with the conſent and confirmation of the 
Chapter, he annexed and united toit, not only the Churhes 
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(or Perſonages) of Texham and Hackington , but alſo the rain. 
whole Jurisdi&tion over the Dioceſle , with an exception #5 


onely and reſervation otfome cauſes and Churches, Et quis 
(ſaiththe Record in Chriſt-Church) dictus Archidiaconatus 
exilis erat in poſſeſſ', conceſsit eidem S1imoni totam Iuriſdittio- 
nem D;oce[anam in Decanatibus ruralibus, exceptis cauſis ma- 
trimantalibus &x eccleſits que ſunt inmaneriis Archiepiſcopatus 
& Monachorum,de quibus ſe nhil imtromittebat, But you may 
ſee (ityoupleaſe) in my Append:x, the double Ink 
of the conveyance of both one and the other *, 
Tocompleate and make this grant abſolute : whereas 
Baliwyn and Hubert his predeceſlors, upon the controverhe 
between them and the Monkes about the Chapels of Ha- 
kineton and Lambhith, upon diſpleaſure taken againit rhe 
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Archdeacon (itis like) tor oppoling them and theirprojeCt 
in behaltc of the Monks, had exempted certaine Churches : 
this Stephen, with the Monkes conſent, by a ſpeciall Char- 
ter, reverſeth and reyokes that exemption, and ſubjects 
againe the Churches to the Archdeacons Juriſdiction in 
ſuch manner as by the tenor of the Charter copied in my 
Appendix Scriptura 22. may and willappeare. And then be- 
ganthe Archdeaconry to be enlarged, this Archdeacon 
being the firſt that ever hada reall or perperuall grant made 
to himand his Succeſlors of the drehidbaend luriſdidtion, 
whoſe predeceſſors never had other then a perſonall, ſuch as 
was that (before ſet forth) made to Herbert, or the like. 
Theſc things happeningin December Anno Domini 1227. 
Inthe moneth of February next following, the ſame Arch. 
deacon makes a double Charter tothe Monkes, whether 
in conſideration of their paſſing their conſent tothenniting 
thetwo forcſaid Churches of Hakynton and Tenham tothe 
Archdeaconry, orwherefore elſe rome appeares not ; by 
the one, conveying to them, with conſent of his brother 
the Archbiſhop, omnes decimas de Eylwarton majores & mi- 
nores _ infra limites parochie de ſtanes Capella de Tenhan : 
which at this day paſſe _ under the name of dominicall 
ordemeaſne-tithes. i. Tithes of the demeaſneſle of that 
Mannor, which is now called T7elverton. By the other, be- 
coming ingaged for himſelf and his Succeffors that nothing 
ſhould be done in the Church or Chapell of Hatynton, then 
there built or to be built, to the prejudice of the Church of 
Canterbury, a thing which the late ſtirre betweene Arch- 
biſhop Baldwys and the Aonkes made them tearcfull of, 
and therefore cautions, wary and carefull to prevent: and 
the rather becauſe the Archdeacon had now ſeated himſclte 
there. For whereas from Lanfrancs untill his time the 


y Record, eccleſs Alrchdeacons dwelling was neare Saint Gregorzes ” hard by 
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the Court there; it was in this S/moxs time removed, and 
the place given to the Monkes of Chriſt-Church, (haply 
in conſideration of their conſent to the Archbiſhops fore- 
notedindultums or grants made to this Archdeacon) who 


kept 
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keptit, asto the propriety of it at leaſt wiſe, untillthe 2x. 
Ed. 3. and was the ſame (Itake it) which they then exchan- 
ged with the Canons of the place for other the like of 
theirs: inthe deed whereof Ifinde it thus deſcribed, vis, 
Placiam ſuam cum pertinen, jacen. inter Curiam. $. Grevorii 
verſus South , venellam de Baggeb' werſ. North , ortum 4: 
Forgehagh wverſ. Eaſt, & ortum quondam Iohannis le Gerdeler 
vera Weſt. The Archdeacon then removing thence, he 
ſetledand ſeated himſelfe (as I ſaid) at Hakynton, where his 
uſuall refidence continued untill that of late dayes the man. 
{ton houſe was alienated. Of late dayes, I fay, forl rcade 
that not onely Archbiſhop Arwndelin Hen. y. timedyed at 
the Archdeacon of Canterbury his manſon houſe at Hakyn- 
ton, but that of late in Hen.8. dayes Archbiſhop Warham did 
likewiſe. Butnow it is gone, and the Archdeacon, quatens: 
Archdceacos, left houſeleſle. 

I returne roour preſent Archdeacon Simon, whoin the 
vacancy of the See by Archbiſhop Edmunds death which 
ſtood Peter Lambard the Monkes O fticiall, torthat time of 
the vacancy, challenging to himſeltein right of his Arch- 
deaconry all the Iuriſdition both Provincial and Dioceſan. 
Butat length after ſome alterations hinc inde, all conten- 
tions betweene the Chapter and him inthat behalfe were 
friendly ended by a perſonall compoſition, a Copy whereof 
(that you may ſee the then ſtate of this Archdeaconry) I 


ſuppoſe in my Appendix to ſet forth. This man, before he,.,,,,,...... 
was Archdeacon tooke part (againſt King John) with Lew! ta 24. ia 4p 
the French Dolphin, who made him his Chancellor, for ſt 


whoſe eſtabliſhment here he was veryactive, as you may 
finde moreat largein Matthew Paris and others, The Pope, 
by his letters conſulted with this $10 about Ralfe New:/! 
the Biſhop of Chicheſter and Chancellor of England, whom 
the Monkes of Chriſt-Church, to gratifie the King who 
much reſpected him, had (as the Canoniſts phraſe it) poſtu- 
lated for their Archbiſhop in the vacancy by the death of 
Richard the great, whoſe relation of the man ſo wrought 


the Pope againſt him, that he was put by it and Zdmand

romorted to the place. Shortly this Archdeacon founded 
the Hoſpitall of Poore Prieſts in Canterb, whereof enough 
already 1n proper place, and died about the yeare 1248. ha- 
ving been Archdeacon 21 yeares, upon whom Matthew Pa- 
ris beſtowes this Epitaph.

Seemore (it you pleaſe) of this man in Pitſews, 

Stephanus de Vicenna ſucceeded Simon Langton, So the 
proceſſe of the ſuit between his Succeſſor Richard de Fer- 
rings and the Chapter about title of Juriſdiftion in the va- 
cancy of the. Sce informs me , whic gives a Catalogue of 
the Archdeacons, and the order of their ſucceſlion from 
Simon Langton downtothat Richard, He held the placetill 
his death, which by the computation of that proceſſe was 
about x. yeares. 

* But 1 am perſwaded that one Stephanus de monte Luells 
ought to have aſhare with him of that time allotted rohim 
for his incumbency in that dignity, which that proceſs omit- 
ting this Szephen reckons between the former Stephen and 
Hugh Mortimer.For in the yeer 1257.in thetime of Archbi- 
ſhop Boniface, I findeina Lieger of S. Radignnd's Abbey by 
Dover the ſubſcription of this Stephane h monte Luelli, by 
the expreſſe title of Archdeacon of Caxterb.as (with others) 
a witnefſe to ſome Inſtruments or Charters made to that 
Abbey by the Archbiſhop. At what time I finde that Hugh 
e Mortimer was the Archbiſhops Officiall, To whom 1 


paſſe. 


This Hugh Mortimer was firſt (as I ſaid 0fficiall of Cant. 
Eleftus Cantwar. ( ſaith F lorilegus ) naves aſcenſurus juſcit ne- 
moraArchiepiſcopatus abſcidi & vendi, & quaſdam tallias & 
colletf as 
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rollettas in terru ſui fieri, & conſtitwit quendam ſuum Officia. 
lem natione Piltavienſem , Magiſtrum Hugonem de Mortimer, 
qui diligenter mandata ſua exequebatur, He continued Offi- 
ciall very long, it ſeems. For in the yeare 1270. I finde a 
deciſion of his (as Officiall) ofa controverſie, wherein the 
Monks of Horton Priory in Kent were interefſed, recorded 
inthe Lieger of that houſe, It ſeems he wasalſo Chancel- 
tor or Vicar generall to the Archbiſhop. For in the yeare 
1258, he ſends his Mandatirn ad inducendurs to the Arch- 
deacons Officiall, for the inducting ofthe Abbar of S, Fa- 
degundintothe Parſonage of Alcham, inthis form, 
Magiſter Hugo de Mortuo mari Diletfo fibiofficiali Archidi- 
acow' Cant. ſalutem in Domino, De mandato Domini me: 
Archiepiſcopt Cant. vobis mando ſpecialiter, Quatenus 
Abbatem ſanits Radigundis nomine ſno & conventus ſu 
in poſſeſs1onem make de Alcham mittatis corporalem, 
& tweamini induttum contradittores & rebelles per cenſu- 
ram eccleſiaſticam compeſcendo. Dat die Martis prox, an- 
te feſtum'.S Nicolai Anno Domini 1258. 
Afterwards to wit about the yeare 1271. he became 
Archdcacon, which place he held about 14 yeares. In which 
time, to wit inthe vacancy of the mom wag by the 


death of Bon:/face, Ifinde him 4play the Droceſan, inappro- 1jke rip, 
priating (a»thoritate erdinaria, as his words are) to the Hoſpi- Paper. >actrg.

His challenging of this and the like power inthe time of 
the vacancy, begat aquarell between him and the Monks of 
Chriſt-Church , the like to that between his predeceſſor 
$:1mon Langton and thei, both in the nature andend of it.

William Middleton {ſucceeded Hugh Mortimer , and held 
the place 2 yearcs and upwards.

Robertus de Gernemutha (or of Tarmouth whom Fox calls 
Gernemine , ſucceeded William Middleton, and like his pre» 
deceſſor continued Archdeacon upward of two yeares. 
This man renewed the old quarell he JuriſdiQtion in the 
Vacalicy twice ſet on foot before, as you may ſee in Simon 
and Hugo: appealing the Monks tothe Pope about it, Du. 
ring the dependance of which appeale in the Court of 
Rome, this Archdeacon died, This ſuit happened in the 
vacancy by Robert Kilwardbyes remove or tranſlation Poſt- 
modum (ſaith the old Record again) vacante ſede Cant. per 
tranſlationem Domini Roberti de Kylewardby Archiepiſcopi in 
Epriſcopum Portwenſem Capitulum Cantuar. omnimodans huj us- 
modi Iursdittionem ut ſupra exereuit per Magiſirum Ricardum 
de Stradford 0fficialem ſuum. Sed poſtea Magiſter Robertus 
Gernemuta Archidiaconus Cant, occaſione tals qualss poſſeſsi- 
onis pr adittorum $1monis & Hugonts predeceſſorum ſuorum ven- 
dicabat omnimodam hujuſmod; Inriſdicttionem ad ipſum & Ar- 
chidiaconatum ſumum pertinere, & ſuper hoc ad ſedem Apoſtoli- 
cam ( at dicitur ) appellavit, & predictum Capitulum in Curis 
Romana traxit in cauſam, ut patet per proceſſum inde habitum, 
inter Capitulum & dittum Robertum,. Sed pendente cauſain Cu- 
ria preditta Roberties ibi diem ſuum clauſit extremum. 

Ricardus de Ferrings ſucceeded inthe Archdeaconry and 
heldit fifteen yeares untill he was removed thence tothe 
Archbiſhoprick of Dublin in Ireland vacant by the deathof 
one Ottoninus (fo Parker from Matt. of Weſtminſter) and con- 
ferred on him by the Proviſion of Pope-Bonrfate 8. but he

Covent of Ely, choſen for their Biſhopand he endeavoured 
mainly to have his election confirmed : bur being diſap- 

inted of that Biſhoprick, the Pope, Bonifaces. ( towhom 
Hom the Archbiſhop who: had diſannulled his election he 
appealed, butin int ue ganother to that Biſhoprick, 
in way of recompenſe of his labour and coſt, made him 
Archdeacon of Canterb. inthe place ofhispredeceſfor Fer- 
rings. This lohnafterwards , to wit inthe yeare 1305. was 
made Biſhop of Chicheſter, being conſecrated by Archbi- 
ſhop Winchelſcy on the 10" of the Kal. of 0itob. annopred' 
Anno 13ex, (faith a book of Chrift-Church) 10. Kal. 006. 
Robertus myo Archiep. conſecravit in eccleſia Cant. Do- 
minum lohannem ae Langtone CArchidiaconun Cant. in Epi. 
ſcopum Ciceſtrenſem. Harpsfield reports, that between him 
and both the Archbiſhopand Monks aroſe certain contro- 
verſies about ( the old quarell ) /»riſdi&tion inthe Sees va- 
cancy.

_ HY Harpsfield, Fox, a Proteſtant, and Pitſcus, a 
Papiſt , give their ſeverall cenſures : but cleercly ex diame- 
trocontrary, and ſo full {I feare) of partiality, and by their 
reflexion upon the caule of religion, ſoprejudicate, that I 
leave it tothe moderate to givea temper tothem both, not 
defirous tointerpoſe my judgement, but wiſhing onely he 
may be cenſured withtruth and indifferency. He was with. 
all a Prebendary of Canterbury whom DoCtor Mow, after 
many other, doth ſucceed, Being a priſoner, he wrote the 
Eccleſiaſtical ſtory of England, and other Bookes whereof 
ſeea Cataloguein Pirſers, 

Harpsfieldin the beginning of Queene Elizabeth; reigne, 
beingdeprived, Edmund Gueſt ſucceeded in the Archdea- 
conry, and ſhortly after, towit Anno 1559. was conſecrate 
Biſhop of Rocheſter, and tranſlated thence to Salisbury Anno 
7571. Where you may ſee more of him in the Catalogue 
of BB. 

His next Succeſſor was Edmund Freake, both in the Arch- 
deaconry, and alſo in the Biſhopricke of Rocheſter , with 
which latter he held the Archdeaconry 10 Commendam, un- 
tillhe wasafterward removed to Norwich, and trom thence 
tQ __ The fore-cited Catalogue will tell you more 
of him.

Parechial Churches. 


' Come in the next place, according tomy method, to 
ſpeake of the par9chiall Churches in and about the City, 
Give me leave,beforeItreate of themin ſeverall (as I mean 
to doe) to premiſea few things touching themin general. 
It is but of a very few of them, that1know or have found 
the certaine cither time or Author of their foundation, But 
as I ſhall ſhew you that ſome of them-have beene ercted 
ſince the Conqueſt : ſo I conceive (and am verily perſwaded) 
none: of them (except Saint (Martins) doe much, if atall, 
exceedthe famein age, andthat for many inducements. 
One that before ir our Churches were generally builtand 
made of Wood, and it is a thing noted of the Normans, 
that upon their 1zcome they. builded their Churches of 
ſtone',. Another is that the Saints whoſe names ſome ot our 
Churches doe carry willnot beare any wuch greater age, as 
Saint Alphege, S* Dunſtan, S* Edmund the King and Martyr. 
A third reaſon I have, and I take it from a Deed or Char- 
ter * of Coenulf King of Mercia, and Cwuthred his brother, 
King of Kent, . made to the Abbeſſcand her Nonnes of L7- 
minge, and dated Ax Domini 804. granting them a cere 
taine parcell of Land inour City, appertaining ( faith'the 
Charter or Land-boc) toa Church ſicuate in the Weſt part 
of the ſame, built in honour of Saint Mary. Nownoſuch 
Church is, . or ſince the Conqueſt (that-I ever found) was 
ſtanding in that part of our City, Whence 1 interre, that the 
face and condition of our City hathſuffered an utter change 
fince thoſe dayes; and becaulſc we read that the Danes made 
havocke both of people and place in King, Etheldreds dayes, 
ſlaying the moſtpart of the one, and —_— and ſpoiling 
all the other+(not ſparing the Cathedral itſelte) I thinke we 
may juſtly charge upon that all-waſting deluge the utter 
ſabverſion of ſuch Churches asthen were in our City, and 
conſequently may not imagin any of our modern Churches

Having now done with the Churches, 2 word or twoof 
their indowments in generall, 1meane in Tithes. The cu- 
ſtome and mannerot payment whereof at this day, whether 
prediall or perſonall is not in kinde , but by and according 
to the rents of houſes, viz. after the rate of x4, inthe noble, 
quarterly payable. ThisIfay is the preſent generall cuſtome 


_ oftithing throughout ourCity,one Pariſh(S* Andrew) onely 


excepted, where, but why I know not, the cuſtome 1s to 
pay ſomewhat more, viz. x*, ® inthe noble. How long this 
cuſtome hath beene in force with us I finde not, but by Re. 
cords in the Archbiſhops Regiſtry to be found Copied in 
mine Append;x, it willappeare that anciently our Clergy 
of this City were at like paſſe for their Tirhes aud offerings 
with their brethren the Clergy of London - and did perch 
with them of their cuſtome, which how long afterward ir 
did continue, or whenor wherefore it ceaſed and was chan- 
ged and abated into'the preſent manner of Tithing , and 
whether or no; parſonall Tithey were then paid beſide (as 
Linwoods opinionis they ought tobe, this being, according 
to him, aprediall Tith ) I no where finde, But I perſwade 
my ſelfthat parſonall Tithes were likewiſe paid,and that be- 
cauſe that almoſt every teſtatoras well of Cityor Countrey 
gavefatisfation more or lefle by his Wil tothe PariſhPrieſt, 
for his Tithes forgotten-or neligently paid; w*" I conceive 
could not cafily happen in this cextaine kinde of payment, 
Yet I rather then otherwiſe ſuppoſe theſe privy parſonall 
Tithes ſeldome or never drawne from the pariſhioner by 
any legall compulſory way, or by any courſe taken for their 
recovery infF#-extertort, but by other meanes inthoſetimes 
as prevalent ; one, the calling the pariſhioner to accompt for 
them in foro conſcientie, atthe time of confeſſion and ſhritr 
{onerauſe hiply of theifname of privy Tithes;) a" 
muc 
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muchaffrighting danger to incurre the greater curſe pro- 
nounced, and (which confirmes me muckta my perſwaſion 

of the uſuall payment of them) in every Pariſh Churchin

City, withallparts, and members of the ſame, lerus | 
inthe next place take notice of the policy whether ſpirituall: 
or temporall, whereby the ſame is governed, beginning with 
the ſpirituall, oreccleſtaſticall, 

According to the Ari/tocraticall forme of Church govern- 
mentufed inthis Realme ?, our City in ——_— , isſub-, ,,way Dir. 
je& to the 0r4inary of the place , which is the Archbiſhop courſe. (an«is/ 
of Canterbury for the time being: immediately; but med1- *:$- 6. 
ately, andunder him, ina ſubordinate way, pattly to the 
Archdeacon, partly to the Commiſſary ; and, in quibuſdam, 
to the Deanernrall of the place. Ot the Archbiſhops and 
Archdeacons elſewhere enough: ſomewhatl have thoughr 
fit to ſpeake inthis place of the remaining other two. And 
firſt of the Commiſſary, a ſubordinate officer anciently rela- 
ting and retaining to the See of Canterbury. But before 1 
fall upon his originall, give me leave topremiſe a tew things 
nnatinons ecclefiaſticall Judges in Rm_ and their 
Conſiſtoriall forme of Iudicature, which (by the conſent of 
our learned Antiquaries ) began under the Norman-conque- 
rour, it being of a different condition atoretime, For un- 
till then * the Biſbop, and the Alderman were the abſolute, 
Judgestodetermine all buſineſſesin every Shire, and the i wiz,,, © 
Biſhops in many caſes ſhared in the benefit of mul&ts with

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the King. But the Conqueror confined the Clergy within the 
province of their owne eccleſialticall Juriſdiction, todeale 
onely in buſinefſe concerning rule of ſoules, according to 
the Canons and Lawes Epiſcopall.

I my ſelte have met with the like 
amongſt the Records of our Cathrdrall, of the yeare 844. 
containing in it (if you will pardon the barbarous falſe l1- 
tine, the Pale of that ages ignorance) many obferyable paſ- 
fages, which you ſhall finde in-my Appendix Scriptura 32. 
But let me goe on where l left. Sincethat edit of the Con- 
querer, asI finde by ſearching and turaing over ancient mo- 
niments, Fccleſiaſticall lariſdrtfion was a while exerciſed 
chiefly and for the moſt part, for Clergy-mens cauſes eſpe- 
cially in Synods or Chapters, the Bifhop uimg in perſon to 
preſide overthe one, as the Archdeacon over the other. 
Afterward upon the revivall of the c797/, and promvligation 
of the canon-law, ſufficiently repleate with light and dire- 
ions for deciding of doubts, and determination of cauſes 
without need either of Synods or Chapters, they began by 
little and little todecline, orartleaftnorro be of fuck ordt- 
nary uſe for the hearing and ending of cauſes, fuchefpecially 
as 
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as were onely civilland not criminall, as before; and then 
as a more eafie and ſpeedy way of diſpatch the Conſiſtoriall 
forme of Iudicature which wee now retaine, exerciſed b 

Of ficialls,Chancellors,Commiſſaries and the like eccleſiaſticall 
Judges, came intorequeſt, of whom, in this nation, untill 
about Pope Alex.z. dayes, no mention atall, in any Record 
with us cxtantatthis day is (Itakeit) to be found. I deny 
not theantiquity of Eccleſiecdici, or Church-lawyers. I 
would not be fo miſtaken, For I grant (as behoves me) an 


\ exiſtenceof them many hundreds of yeares before, where-

of the late learned S* Thomas Ridley in his view of the Civill 
and eccleſiaſticall law®, worthily vindicating their chal. 
lengedantiquity, hath made very fatisfa@tory proote. Whom 
in their Office I conceive not much unlike (1f not the ſame 
that were) the Periodenta: mentioned by 1uſt:nianin his Con. 
ſtitution 0»7nem. 42. de Epiſc, & Cler, Of whom ſee Gotho.. 
freds notes there : asallo Cujacins there, and upon the Title 
of the Pandetts, deexcuſ. tutor. lib. 6.5. tr. and Iuſtellus, in 
his Notes upon the Codex canwonum Eccleſia univerſe, pag.216, 
whoallagree that theſe Periodeutai were certaine circutores 
ſroe viſttatores qui veluti epiſcoporum vicarii Regiones Civitati- 
bus ſubjcitas viſitant ac circumeunt ,nullamg, propriam ſedem ha. 
bent, And1 grant that ſuch Church-Lawyers were cver after 
of uſe, as Atliftants (or Aſſeſſors) to Biſhops, for their helpe 
and directionin debating and deciding controverſies accor- 
ding to the formes and formalities of Law (hence our Arch- 
biſhop had his Auditores Cauſarum:) but came not, Icon- 
ccive, to that perfeQion of authority, herein England at 

leaft, untill aboutthe time I told you. 

$Synods then thus (as I faid) declining, and theirauthorit 

being transferred upon 09fficialls and the like : our Commiſe 
[aiſhep of Canterb. did not preſently take beginning, but 
the Archbiſhops Officiall partly,and partly the Archdeacon 
did fora time uſe and exerciſe the Juriſdiction throughout 
the City and Dioceſle, whileſt as yet there was no Comm!ſ- 
ſary at Cant. Afterwards the increaſe of cauſes in the Ar- 
ches Court at London requiring the Officialls —— reſi-

tai) wasambulatory, and followed the Archbiſhop, leaving 
the Deane of the / vir todiſpatch cauſes there as his de- 
puty in hisabſence; and complaint being made * ( and it, as ' * £5. «ci/;

and put up) to Archbiſhop Peckham, to witthe non- Refpdence 
ofthe Ofticiall,he was by a Statute * of ArchbiſhopWinchel- + wu. pener wo, 
ſey, Peckhams next Succeſlor, injoyned to refidence; and 
about the fame time , and upon that occaſion ( as I con- 
ccive) and the Archbiſhops more conftant refidence at 
Lambhith, a Commiſſariſhip was eftabliſhed in and for the Commiſlary 
City and Dioceſſe of Cant. and a perpetuallorſerled Com * aut bus 
miſery appointed toattend the fame: the firſt ( Itakeit) 
that by Patent or Commiſsion held the place, being one 
M: eMartin , in his time Parſon of Ickam in Kent, and thus 
his Patent or Commiſſion runnes.

I ſhall ſpare recirall ot the ſucceeding Commi(ſſaries 
pames, and their Patents or Commiſſions, not becauſe I 
want inſtruction to do either, but for brevity ſake. 

For which cauſe, rhough I might inſtarcein many parti- 
cular favours which ſeverall Archbiſhops gracioully incli- 
ned to the advancement of their Epiſcopall Conſiſtory , 
have been pleaſed to grant unto their Commyſaries , ren- 
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dring ita Court of good credit, yet I forbear the mention 
of them all: andthe rather becauſe being moſtly upon Re- 
cord inthe Regiſtry, they are already publick, and obvious 
to all mens ſcrutiny. But yec one thing which antedates 
thoſe Records, and concernes the Court, at leaſt is not im- 
pertinent to our preſent diſcourſe of the originall thereof, 
I crave leave to particularize, and it is this, viz. A courſe 
taken upon and anon after theeredtion of the Commiſlari. 
ſhip, for the inlargement and bettering of the ſame, by. the 
Archbiſhops revoking and calling the Juriſdiction, which 
divers ReCtors or Parſons of exempt Churches within the 
Diocefle exerciſed, from and out of their gue poſſeſſion 
( Tura etenim incorporalia non poſs1dentur, ſed quaſi poſsiden- 
tar |) and conferring or transferring it upon the Commiſſa- 
ry: whereofI finde the following Record in Chrift-Church,

Now onely a word or twoto ſhew how it came to paſſe 
that the Records of the Conſiſtory fall ſo much ſhort of the 
originall of the Court, as indeed they do, beginning nor 
untillabout the yeare 1396. above r00yeares atter the ere- 
Ction of the Commiſſariſhip, and then leaving the Commiſſa- 
77, Iſhallproceed to ſpeak ſomewhat of the Deare. 

The cauſe I cannot impute tothe injurie of time conſu- 
ming the Records, becauſe Records of greater antiquity 
are daily ſeen, and frequently and generally extant. As I 
cannot impure it to that, ſo neither will Laſcribe ir to the 
ſloth or negligence of the Regiſters intimes paſt , which I 
cannor, in charitie, preſume upon no better warrant then 
conjecture, akhough the meanneſſe of their places and 
the moveableneſſe of the Court in thoſe and latter times 
would readily help to ſupport that ſurmiſe. To theſe cauſes 
(I fay ) I will nor attribure the cauſe ot our Courts diſabili- 
tie toproduce the Records of thoſe elder times. Becauſe 

afrer a hint received from ſome well verſed in Antiquity ) 
ſpending ſome time about peruſing our Chronicles which 
make mention of the rebellious infurretion made by Wat 
Tyler and lack Straw, ——_ inthe reigne of Ric. 2. and 
in the yeare of our Lord 1381. by and upon this peruſall ot 
the ſtory, I found that they and their complices bare an 
eipeciall hacred and ſpite to Lawyers, infomuch that not 


onely they waſted and conſumed with fire the Lawyers , 


houſes then ſituate neare Temple-barre London; but alſo 
being at Canterb. and having received kinde welcome and 


intertainment 'of the Townsmen there (all the people be- £,oigu. 


ing of their affent ) upon their departure, taking their way 
ro Rocheſter, they tenc rheir people to the villages abour, 
and in their going they beat down and robbed the houſes 
of Advocates and Procurers ofthe Kings Court and of the 
Archbiſhop, bearing him much muhce tor imprifoning 


their Pricſt, /obz B44, a ſedicious malecontent and hypocti- 
Yy 2 ticall 
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their Regiſtry bare aſhare with the reſt of the Records and 


ticall Preacher. What ſhould kindle in them this fire of en- 
vy to Lawyers,is eaſily app rehended if the drift ofthis their 
ſeditious riſing be but conſidered. For (like the $Sroicks of 
old, whoſe hearts were fet upon a communitie; whence that 
of Seneca. Homines quictiſsime viverent ſi hac duo Pronomina 
de medio tollerentur, meum & tuum) a parity and communitie 
was the thing projected, and the effeCing of a pleberan li- 
bertierheir aime, whereunto they well knew (as who knows 
it not) that laws and Lawyers were notorious enemies and 
obſtacles: inas muchas weum and twwm cannot ſtand with 
community, for 
84 teneant omnes emnia, nemo ſuum. 

Therefore faith one , ſpeaking of this Ball, he perſwaded 
or counſelled them to kill and murder (amongſt others) all 
Lawyers, Infticers , and all manner 1«dges, Magiſtrates and 
men in autharitie cc, Herewithall, what writings or Re- 
cords ſoever they could faſten on where they came (as an- 
other obſtacle to their projects thriving, which they were 
to remove) they concluded toſet on fite. Hence was it 
that at Cambridge, the rabble of them there, breaking upthe 
cheſts aud forcing the places where the Records ofthe Yni- 
verſitic were kept; without regard had, ordifterence made 
of any writings , whether Charters, Bulls, Letters patents, 
Statutes or other monuments whatſoever, in the Market 

lace, ſome, otherelſewhere they committed tothe flame, 
Now to bring this home to my preſent papers, which is to 
ſhew what is become of our Records of the Conſiſtory of 
Canterb, before thoſe now extant. Having by this Stor 
found how Lawyersand law-records were maliced by theſe 
all-waſting rebells, and conſidering (by comparing of the 
_— that our Regiſtry takes its beginning not $j awhile 
ſome few yeares after this rebellion, 7 it not being able pre- 
ſently to gather breath again ) and that it was aud is the 
Archbiſhops Regiſtry whom. they maliced even to the 
death: I cannot but perſwade myſelf, and in mine opinion 
more then conjecturall it is, that thoſe elder Records and

Having done with the Commiſſary, it remains that I ſpeak Deane of {ax- 
ſomewhat of the Deaz,an ecclehiafticall officer ſet toover-'& 
- ſeea certain number of Pariſhes , amongſt w® are thoſe of 
our City, & aneceflary member in the cccleſiaſticall or ſpi- 
rituall government of the fame. We call him a Rural! Deane. 
Now rurall Deanes ( to ſpeak of them firſt in the gene- 
rall ) are the ſame with Archipresbyteri vicant or rurales, and 
their names are often confounded, but more frequently 
occurreth the name of _{r hipresbyter , and is more uſed 
amongſt the Canoniſts, then tharof Decanue. Wheretore I 
am minded to expound this of Deaxe by that of Arch-prie/?

Now'a word or two of our particular Deaxe, towhom 1 
finde that former times have had recourſe for his aſſiſtance 
in many things.

that there lie ſhrined is y named throughout Chriſti- 
andome unto which citie alſo is great repaire of much of 

the people of this Realme as well of eftates as other in wa 
of pilgrimage to viſitethe ſaid Saints, Anditisſo that the 
fame Citie is oftentimes full fowle, noyous, . and uneafie to 
gl the Inhabitantsof the ſame, as to all other perſons re- 
ſorting thereunto, whereof oftentimes is ſpoken much 
diſworſhip in diverſe places afwell beyond the Seaas on this 
ſide the ſea which cannot be remedied inany wiſe but if the 
faid citie might be paved whereunto the more partie of the 
Inhabitants of the ſame Citie having Burgeſes houſes or 
tenements in the ſame be well willed and agreeable, ſo that 
there mi ght authority be had to compellother ſuch perſons 
as have burgeſes houſes lands or tenements therein tobe

Sheriffand the Chamberlyns of the ſaid Ciry for the time 
being, - or two of then haye full power and authority to 
make ordo to be made, , repaire ordo to be repaired as the 
cauſe and time of neccflity ſhallrequire, the ſaid pavement 
ſufficiently in forme afore-ſaid before the ſaid Burgeſes 
meſes and tenements and every of them which ſhall happen 
not to be made or repaired ſufhciently in the manneratore- 
reherſed withinother ſix moneths the ſaid firſt fix moneths 
next enſuing, And thatit ſhall be lawtull ro the ſaid Maior, 
Sheriff and Chamberlyns of the ſaid City for the time be- 
ing and toeveryof them totake ſufficientdiftreſſe within 
every. place of the ſaid city of the goods and chattells of

How we are falne out with them in our 
dayes (the skill of the Bow, being aquality ſo commendable, and 
ſo proper to our Nation) I know not, Unleſſe fire-weapons pore 
have put thems out of countenance. And ſurely it may not be de- 
nyed, that the force of fire-weapons of our time doth farre exceed 
the height of all old inventions for annoying the enemy. And, 
when I have given them the firit place, Iwill not doubt to give 
the ſecond to Bowes and Arrowes : being ſo farre from caſting 
them of, that Iwould rather follow the wiſdome of the Grectans g 
who albeit they efteemed Arrowes the beſt flying weapons, yet 
thought it not amiſſe to hold in uſe [linges, and darts. Every 
weapon hath it property; and that which is fit for one ſervice, « 
not [0 fit for another. The fire-weapons have their advantages ; 
They have alſo their diſadvantages. Their advantage #, they 
pierce all defence of armour, and lighting upon a place of the 
body , the wound whereof endangereth ik. , they bring with 

Ppp thews 
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them-certaine death. Their diſadvantages are, they are not al- 
wayes certaine , ſometimes for want of charging , ſome! ines 
through overcharging, ſometimes the Ballet romling out, ſome- 
times for want if good powder, or of dryed powder, ſometimes 
becauſe of an ill dryed match, not fit tocoale, or not well cocked, 

s they are {ameahe long in charging, while the Muske- 
tier rakes downe his Musket, uncockes the match, blowes, 
proynes, ſhuts, caſts of the pan, caſtes about rhe musker, 0- 
pens hi charges, chargeth, drawes out his skowring ſticke, 
rammesin the powder, drawes out againe, and: puts up his 
Skouring ſticke, layes the musket on the reſt, blowes of the 
match, cockes, axndtryes it, gardes the pan, and ſo makes 
ready. All which attions muſt neceſſarily be obſerved, if you 
will not faile of the true uſe of a Musket, Inraine, ſnow, fogs, 
or when the enemy hath gained the winde, they have ſmall uſe, 
Adade that but oneranke (that i the firſt) can give fire aponthe- 
enemy at once. For thereſt behinde, diſcharging, ſhall either 
wound their owne Companions before, or WA vote at randon, 
and [0 —_—_ endanger the enemy, the force of a musket being 
onely availeable po nr blancke. Contrariwiſe the 41ſadvantage 
of Arrowes i inthe weakneſſeof the ſtroke, which u not able to 
enter 4 Curace, that the foote or horſe now uſe. Tet can no wea- 
ther be found, wherein you may not have good uſe of Bowes - 
raine, = winde , haile , fogs , hinder little (eſpecially the 
ſtring of the Bow being not to wet) nay rather prefit. Becauſe in 
them you can hardly diſcerne, muchleſſe avoyde, the fall of the 
Arrow, As for quickneſſe in delivery the Bow farre excelleth the 
Musket, A good ſingle Archer u able to give five ſhot inex- 
change for one of the Musketicr, and that with ſuch certainty, 
that you ſhall not heare of an Archer that miſſeththe delivery of 
his Arrow, where the Mausketier, often faileth by reaſon of the 
accidents. and impediments before by me rehearſed, Ioyne that 
a whole ſquadron of Archers, being embattailed, may ſhoote at 
once together : which onely the firſt ranke of Musketiers may 
doe. And make the caſe there were a hundred Musketiers; and 4 
hundred Bow«men each: digeſted into ten files, each file contai- 
ning teu men, the Bow-men ſhall be able to ſhovte at once _ 
re 
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dred Arrowes (all their Arrowes) for ten Bullets given by the 
Musketiers , namely thoſe ten of the firſt ranke diſcharging 
alone. It muſt not be pretermitted, that the Bow and Durver 
both for marching, andall ſervice, are lighter aud of leſſe labouy 
rouſe, then a Musket, which is no ſmall advantage in armes 
and fight. To conclude, the Bow-men may be placed behinde the 
armed foote, and yet in CORIS the Phalenge annoy the ent- 
my before Jjoyming, and * all the time of feb, even _— . Plut; iaSylla, 
are at puſjhe of Pike , where the Musketier, there plated, muſt 

either idlely looke on, or elſe playing with his Musket, moſt of 

all endanger his owne friends, Newher i the force of Arromes 

ſo weake, us is imagined, nonot in the arming of our dayes. For 

the Pike albeit he have hu head and body covered, yet arthis 

lens, and feete, his armes, and hands open toweunds : any of 

which = being wounded brings a diſability of ſervice. - To 
ſay not "£ of his face, and eyes, Tefore which+be ſhowers of Ar+ 

rowes falling like a tempeſt without rs needs 

breed irewedibf e terror, and muke him thinke rather of ſa 
himſelfe, thenoffending his enemy. The Mutketter being al 

unarmed is a5 ſubjett to the ſhot of eArrowes, as the CArcher s 

to the ſhot of the Musket ; and the Arrow touching any vital 

part, as much taketh away life, as doth the Musket, Laitly a 

horſt-man for his owne perſon (T1 mnſt confeſſe) is ſafe enough 

from the dmger of Arrowes by reaſon of his armonr,but bis horſe, 

being a faire and large marke, and having neither barbe, nov 

pettorall, nor ought elſe to hide his head or breait, how can hee 

eſcape wounds ® Witneſſe ony fields in France, where our Ar- 

chers alwayes beate the French horſe, being barbed, and better 

armed, then our horſe are, at this day. And for the bloudy effett 

of Bowes the ſtory of Plutarch is worth the rehearſing, He, in 

the life of Craſſus hath thus : * The Parthians —"_—_ the » Plutarct, is 
Cataphratsagaiuft the Romane horſe, the other Perſians Craflo. 
galloping here and there diſperſedly, and troubling the 

face of the field, broke np fromthe bottome, Hilsof Sand, 

thar rarſed infinite duſt, whereby the Romanes loft their 

fight and voyce : and thronging togerher, and thruſting 

one another were wounded , and dyed not a ſimple, or

quicke. death, but tormented with convulſions and pangs 
of griefe, wallowing up, and downe, in the ſand tobreake 
the Arrowes intheir wounds, or elſe endeyouring to pluck 
out the hooked heads, which had pierced veines and fi- 
newes, renting afreſh themſclves, and adding torment to 
torment: ſo that many dyedin this manner, andthe reft 
became upproficable. And when Publius Craſſus deſired 
them once more to charge the Cataphras, they ſhewed 
their handsnailed totheir Targets, and their feete fafte. 
ned to the ground, whereby they were unable cither to 
flye, or fight. Theſe wonders did the Parthian Bowes, which 
notwithſtanding were not to be compared to our ancient Engliſh 
Bowes, either for ſtrength, or farre ſhooting. And that we may 
not ſeeme to rely upon antiquity alone. The battaile of Curzo- 
lare (commonly called the battaile of Lepanto) fought in our 
dayes betwixt the-Turkes, and Chriſtians by Sea may ſerve for an 

erience of the ſervice of Bowes and Arrowes. In which there 
dyed of the Chriſtians by the Arrowes of the Tarkes above five 
thouſand,. albeit they were in Galleyes and Ships, and had their 
blinds pretended to ſave from ſight, and marke of the Tarkes, 
where as the Artillery of all ſorts of the Chriſtians conſamed not 
ſo many Turkes : notwithitanding the Chriſtians had the vidto- 
ry. Now then for us to leave the Bow, being a weapon of [o great 


efficacy, ſoready ſo familiar, and as it were ſo domeſticall ta our 


Nation, towhich we were wont to bg accuſtomed from onr Cradle, 
becauſe other Nations take themſelves to the Musket, hath not [0 
much- 45 any ſhew of reaſon. Other Nations may well forbeare 
that, they never had. Neither Italian,nor Spaniard, nor French, 
nor Dutch, have theſe five hundred yeares, beene accounted Ar- 
chers. It was 4 skill almoſt appropriated to our Nation. By it, 
we gained the battailes of Creſly, of Poitiers, of Agincourt, 
in France: of Navarre, i# Spaine : By it , we made our ſelves 
famous over Chriſtendome, And to give it over upon 4 conceit 
onely (for no ol poke can ſay that our Bow was ever beaten ont 
of the field by the Musket) will prove an imitation of Eiops dog, 
who carrying a piece of fleſh in his month over 4 River, and ſc- 
mg the k in the water, ſnatched at the ſhaddow, aud 6

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the fleſh... 1 þ eake not this to abaſe the ſervice of Muskets, which "FE 
all men muit acknowledge to be great , 1 onely ſhew, there may be 


good uſe of Bowes, if our Archers were ſuch, as they were wont :

Antiquity of thispriviledge alſo ſhEwes itſelfe by many 0 
the provinciall Conſtitutions, tor example, by c. Item ſtatui- 
mws, and c. fi aliqut. de Penis. as likewiſe by c. contingit de 
Iudicits, allmade by Boniface Archbiſhop of Canterbury An. 
Dom. 1261. andotherthe like, Andindeed the Antiquity 
of it isplainely ſeene in Beckers dayes. Foralbeit the King 
and his Miniſters oppoſed and refiſtedir, yet then, if not 
ſooner, it beganto take roote here in England, And how- 
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ever by this Caffowes or Articles of Clarendon, the Kings 
purpoſe was toput it downe, andtake it away, yet, in part 
f bis ce for the death of the Archbiſhop, theſe Ar.

If you have beene verſed in Beckers ftory, you can- 
7.c6,  hotbutknowthatthis immunity ſtood then generally ac- 
cuſed of begetting impunity, andinftances of it are there 
giveninſome Cletkes that eſcaped puniſhment altogether, 
or,if any, ſuffered but ſlight paines nothing anſwerable 
to the quality of their faults by vertue of this exemption, 
which thing cauſed the Kingsſoeager oppugning thereof. 
Now nocourſe or proviſion (that I canfinde) was taken for 
remedying this abuſe either by the Church. or State after- 
wards, untill that Boniface aforeſaidin theyeare 1261. made 
| Cap, rem $ta- and fet out a provincial Conſtitution * commanding and in- 
ima depeu'. ;oyning Biſhops in their Dioceſſes toerc and have one or 
ITE morePrifonorPriſons for the ſafe keeping of Clergy-ma- 
lsfaQors. Providing withall that if any Cicrke be ſoincor- 
rigible, and accuſtomed tocommit wickednefle, ſuch as 
for which, if he werealay-man, he ſhould by the lawes of 
che land ſuffer death, that he ſhall be adjudged to perpe. 
tuall impriſonment, &c, This Conſtitution , whether tor 
want of execution, or becauſe it was not penall enough, 
did not afterwards generally ſerve turne to keepe Clerkes 
within compaſſe, as may be gathered out of the very ſe- 
{-3; Ed.1-p.3. cond Statute * that: makes mention of this priviledge. 
For there, to the end the King ſhould nor need to provide 
any other remedy therein, he admoniſheth and enjoyneth 
the Prelates, upon the faith whichthey owe to him, and 
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for the common profit and peace of the Realme, that 
Clerkes convidt of tellony delivered overtothe Ordinary 
ſhall not be delivered withour due purgation : which argu- 
eth a remiſlnefle this way in Ordinaries in formertime. 
This Stat. being made in the yeare 1275. within three 

eares after, namely Anx. Dom.1278. the Prelates afſem- 

ledin Conyocation, conſulr, conclude upon and make a 
Conſtitution * providing againſt the ery myenr 


der purgations tor them, and injoyning a folemnity and: 
wary exaneſſeto be uſed therein, ſo that no occaſion of 
offence be offercd to the King or his Miniſters through the 
non obſerrance of this Conſtitution. Had not both theſe 
laft mentioned Strat. and Conſtit. laine neglected without 
execution, as it ſhould ſeeme (by the preamble of rche-Star., 
23. H.8.c.1.) they did, they might haply have beene the 
laſt that needed to have beene made of this narure. Bur 
becauſe they wrought not that good effeft which was ho- 
ped and expetcd , therefore in the 25, of £4. z.* ano- 
ther Stat. (viz. c.4.) is inacted, and (as I gather by it) up- 
on this occaſion, viz. Becanfe that Clerkes were ſuffered,” 
by Ordinaries, upon flight purgations, to beinlarged and 
diſinifſed totheir incouragement to offend againe, there- 
forethe ſecular Magiſtratsdebarred chem their Clergy,and 
ſme delettn perſonarum, puniſhed them and laymen all alike, 
Now complaint being made- hereof in Parliament by the 
Prelates, this Stat. was agreed upon. and made, whereby 
for redrefle of the injury offered to the Church and

annexed at the latter end of the Legatine Conftitutions, 
in ſome Bookes (in mine Fo/.150.) I muſt therefore why the 
Stat.4. H.4. c. 3, ſhould abour yo. yeares afterthe date of 
it, call forſuch a Conſtitution, as if it had beene yet un- 
made, and the oy promiſe of the Archbiſhop not hitherto 
performed. Forſothe Stat. intimates, in ſo muchas the 
then Archbiſhop Thomas Arundell was faince to renew the 

romiſe in Parliament, which notwithſtanding was neither 
by himſelfe nor by any other ſucceeding Archbiſhop per- 
formed, as is teſtified and avouched by rhe forecited Stat. 
23. H.8.c,1. And thus much of the firſt partof the Ape. 
phiheeme. 1mmunitas peperit impunitatem. 

Great now had the patience of the King and State beene 
in expecting the reformation of ſuch abuſes as grew by 
reaſon of this ecclefiaſticall priviledge, and a long time 
had the ſecular arme forborne to apply a temporall, but 
more terrible remedie andanimadverhon. So that now, 
fich neither the former Conftitutionsof the Church could 
kcepe the Clergie in awe (as indeed howis it likely they 
ſhould, the Authors of them not having glad:s poteſtatem®>) 
neither the ingemivated threats of applying atemporall 
remedy to curbe their extravagancies, would make them 
andothers, partakers with them intheir priviledge, to be- 
ware, it was now high time toclip the wings of this maſter. 
lcfſe liberty by reftraint. Foruntillthe fourth yearcof H,7. 
we ſhall finde no AR of Parliament that hath auy whit dero- 

ated or taken away from thispriviledge. Butthen (which 
Fringe onthelatter part of the Apophthegme. F:lia devors. 
vit matrem ) becauſe that in confidence and truſt of the 
peenangs of the Church, divers perfons had beene the 
more bold to commit murder, rape, robbery, theft and all 


other 
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other miſcheivous deeds, becauſe they have beenecon- 
tinually admittedto the benefit of the Clergie, as often 
as they did offend in any of the premiſſes (as the preamble 
of the Star. 4. H.7, c.13. runneth) therefore, for avoiding 
of ſach boldnefſe, it is enacted thatthe benefit of Clergie 
ſhall be but once allowed co any perſon notbeing withi 
orders, and that convicted perſons (tothe end, as I ſup- 
poſe, it may be knowne whether they-have had thetr Cler. 
gie once before, ornot) ſhallbe marked with the letter 2c. 
or murder, or, F, tor any other fellony, and that to be 
done openly in the Court, before he be delivered to the 
Ordinary. Thus tor Lay-clerkes. Nowtor Clerkes inor- 
ders, it alſo provides, that it upon their ſecond asking ot 
their Clergic, they have not their letters of orders, or a 
certificate from their Ordinary witn theſame, ready 
to ſhow, or doe producethe oneor the other by a day given 
them by the Juſtices to bring themin, thew ro looſe the 
benefit of their Clergie as he ſhall doe that is without or- 
ders, 

This AC (it ſhould appeare) was not ftrict enough to 
bridlethe inſolencies of ſome Clergie-menand others that 
bare themſelves upon the priviledge of Clergie. ln the 
23'byeare therefore of rhe next King (H.8.) his reigne, the 
Parhament having in the preamble ot the Stat. 23.ej#ſd.H. 
cap. 1. enumerated many ſeverall promiſes iterated and 
made by the prelates to take courſewithinthemſclves, and 
by their owne powerand authority withoutany need of the 
States, helpe to ſuppreſle the inſolencies of fuch malec- 
factors, as upon confidence of Clergy dared the commit- 
ting of cod whaſoores foule enormities and outrages, 
and declared how theſe promiſes were fruſtrate and came 
to none effect, and withall complained of the many abules 
of Ordinariesinand about purgations. For remedy, they 
inact that Clergy ſhall beraken quite away from all perſons 
that are not within holy orders, which ſhall commur petit 
treaſon, Wiltull murder, and manythe like tellonies. And 
as for perſons in orders, none (faith the Statute) that _ 
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be convict of any the fellonies therein mentioned ſhall be 
ſuffered to make purgation before his Ordinary, but ſhal re- 
maine and abide in prpanncs priſon under the keeping of 
the Ordinarie,unlefle he become bound with ſureties (tuch 
as the Stat. there alloweth and acceptcth of) for his good 
abearing, with certaine other clauſes andproviſoes. A- 
mongſt which one is for the degrading of Clerkes convict, 
and ſending them tothe Kings bench, there roſuffer judge- 
ment to dye, as lay-men, You ſee this priviledge now 
brought pretty low, yetit Roopes lower, and now comes 
to bealmoſt quite eclipſed, For beſides many ſeverall Acts

H.8.c.1. taking itaway from divers ſorts of fellonies. By 
this At of 28. 4.8.1. Clerkesin orders are brought un- 
derthe ſame paines and penaltics that others be, which be- 
ing buttemporall, and made to cndure onely unto the laſt 
day of the next Parliament, when that time came about, 
was by the Stat. 32. H.8.c4p.3. as goodand beneficiall for 
the common wealth made perpetuall. By which lat Ac, 
over and above, in exprefle words, it is decreed that 
Clerkesinorders, inſuch manneras lay-clerkes are wont 
to be, ſhall be burutinthe hand for ſuch fellonies as they 
may or onght to have their Clergie for. , 
Thispriviledge being broughtthus low roſe up no more. 
For after the laſt mentioned Stat, came that of 1. £4.6. c. 
12. whereaslarge an enumeration is made what offences 
ſhall excludethcir Authors of their Clergie, as inthe for- 
mer. Itſuffercd yetdaily further reftraint, For afterwards 
Statutes upon Statutes, one at the hecle, andinthe necke 
of another take it from this and tother offender, as Ra#als 
Kalender, in verbo Clergy will tully dire, as alſo will Lam- 
bards Eirenarcha. pag.y40. and ſo forward, towhichlI reterre

And now, to ſet before you that which principally hath 
devefted and outed the Church of her Juriſdiction over 
ſuch as were and are to reape benefit by this priviledge, and 
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to ſhew unto you how the ancient courſe of the lawin the 
point of delivering Clerkes totheir Ordinaries to be pur- 
yed, cameto bealtered, I have to acquaint you. that the 
Stat. of 18. El/z.c.6. (the cauſes and motives for making 
whereof arein thepreamble expreſſed, amongſt the reft, 
to be theſe, v/z. the ayvoyding of ſundry perjuries and other 
abuſes in aud aboutthe purgation of Clerkes convict deli- 
vered tothe Ordinaries ) hath quite taken away purgation, 
untill chat time ever accuitomed, 'ordaiving withall that 
no man, that ſhall be allowed his Clergie, ſhall be commit- 
redtothe Ordinary, but preſently enlarged (after allow- 
ance of Clergy ay! burning inthe hand )Provadiog never. 
theleſſe that the Juſtices, for the Offenders further cor- 
reQion, may retaine him inpriſon toratime. Thus have 
you ſeene how this priviledge hath declined and beene 

rought downe to the preſent deſpicable condition where-
